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The Challenge To Democracy 


The Changing Emphasis of Major Planets 


Entering Air Signs Proclaims, 


“that government by the people shall not perish from the earth.” 


oT oe astrological New Year of 1942 
dawns on a scene of conflict such as the 
world has never witnessed. Flames of war- 
fare encircle the entire globe and the ma- 
jority of the peoples of this earth are 
involved in a fight-to-the-finish between 
two ideologies. There are few who doubt 
that the democratic nations will emerge 
victorious from the struggle; but all too 
many remember also that we emerged the 
victors from one war which was to “save 
the world for democracy” only to find just 
twenty-four years later, democracy fighting 
with her back to the wall. What assurance 
do we have that democracy will meet the 
challenge of 1942 and accomplish what it 
failed to achieve in 1917? Does astrology 
have a key to unlock the door of the 
future? 

The key which the astrologer uses to 
open the door ahead is the key which 
opened the same door in the past. All his- 
torians recognize the repetitive nature of 
broad trends in social, political and eco- 
nomic development throughout the ages. 
Astrology alone offers the device which con- 
nects the trend of today with its counter- 
part in the past—the planetary cycle which 
is once more reweaving the pattern of an- 
other day and time. It follows naturally 
that each recurrent trend must be inter- 
preted in terms of the new period; it also 
follows that because ten cycles are con- 
stantly being traced out in the heavens, the 
total pattern can never be repeated with 
exactitude. Nevertheless, the trend is un- 
mistakable, and on ‘the basis of the de- 
velopments of a previous cycle, the present 
can be projected into the future.

In 1942, the United States faces the 
future with the hand of Destiny resting 
heavily on her shoulders. Fate, in the form 
of the coincident repetition in the United 
States’ chart of the 165-year cycle of Nep- 
tune and the 84-year cycle of Uranus, 
holds up a mirror which reflects back to 
the Americans of today the shadows of 
1776 and 1861. Among all the nations of 
the world, the United States—the only 
Uranus-in-Gemini and Neptune-in-Virgo 
nation—is singled out especially to keep 
aglow the light of liberty which burned at 
her birth, and to reaffirm the resolve of 
1863 “that government of the people, by 
the people and for the people shall not 
perish from the earth.” 

This time the burden of proof that a 
nation conceived in liberty can endure is 
far greater than ever before. The chal- 
lenge of 1917 was but a preliminary battle 
—the sands of the full Uranus and Nep- 
tune cycles had not yet run out, so the 
prophetic insight of Woodrow Wilson was 
of no avail. 

Now, as we draw closer to the end of the 
old cycles, a premonition of the epochal 
nature of the present conflict is creeping 
into the consciousness of our people—a 
realization that victory on the field of battle 
is not a final solution, that in this tight lit- 
tle modern world, a free nation can endure 
only if all nations are linked indissolubly 
in some form of an “international democ- 
“where there is not a balance of 
power, but a community of power, not 
organized _ rivalries, but an organized 
peace.” 


A stamp a day-will pave the way-/fo victohy 
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Neptune’s entry into Libra* indicates 
that the ideals of cooperation and justice 
for all will form the broad background 
against which the action of the coming 
fourteen years will unfold. This is the 
surest testimony that the same instinct for 
preservation of the whole which prompted 
13 sovereign states to bury their local 
jalousies in 1787 in order to weld them- 
selves into a nation can be duplicated on 
a larger scale in the modern counterpart 
of. that period—that Jefferson’s ideal of a 
democracy which would “make the states 
as one as to everything connected with for- 
eign nations, and several as to everything 
purely domestic” can reach its ultimate 
manifestation on a worldwide scale. 

Naturally, deductions of such a world- 
shaking development could not be based on 
the chart of one nation alone. Within the 
fourteen-year cycle of Neptune in Libra, 
Uranus, symbolizing the destruction of the 
old to make way for the new, will reach 
focal points in its own cycle in the charts 
of all the major nations of the world, with 
the exception of Russia. The majority of 
these focal points will not be stimulated 
until Uranus moves through Cancer (1949- 
55); this does not necessarily mean that 
no constructive efforts will succeed until 
that period, but it may indicate that the 
new structure will not function efficiently 
until that time. 

The third cycle in importance which will 
be initiated in 1942, Saturn in Gemini, 
warns how stupendous is the task ahead. 
Saturn moving down over the United States 
Ascendent,** Uranus and Mars, signifies 
the huge responsibility we must shoulder 
as a nation, the limitations the people of 
our country must endure, and the precious 
liberties they must relinquish during the 
coming two years. 


Minor Cycles of 1942 


The transit of a planet through one sign 
sets up a minor cycle. These cycles describe 
shorter trends of 1, 2, 214, 7 and 14 years, 
and are more readily recognizable in rela- 
tion to current events, in inverse ratio to 
*Neptune in Libra 1779 to 1793. Again commencing 
October, 1942. 

**U. S. chart with Gemini rising. 
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their duration, i.e., the shorter the cycle, 
the more obvious the influence. 

No less than three new major cycles of 
this type are set into motion during the 
coming year. On May 8th and 14th, Saturn 
and Uranus enter Gemini, the sign of uni- 
versal brotherhood, and on October 3rd, 
Neptune enters Libra, the symbol of equal- 
ity and justice. This writes finis to a 2%- 
year, a 7-year and a 14-year cycle—cycles 
which have a very special relation to the 
war and present world conditions in 
general. 

The 14-year cycle of Neptune dates from 
1928-29. This is the most difficult cycle 
to “get hold of” in terms of tangible cir- 
cumstances, but at the same time, the most 
significant, for it sets the stage for the 
shorter cycles which occur within its span 
of years. The motif of the years since 
1929 has been “adjustment” and the 
economic, political and international woes 
of today are the direct results of efforts to 
realize this ideal against the impossible 
odds of a contradictory secondary cycle. 
As Neptune progressed farther into Virgo, 
“adjustment” became the taken-for-granted 
attitude, an attitude which was doomed to 
failure from the time Uranus entered 
Taurus in 1934-35, initiating a secondary 
7-year cycle of dictatorship—a cycle which 
began with Hitler’s re-armament of Ger- 
many and covers the years of Italian and 
Japanese empire aspirations. For Uranus 
is rebellion—implacable in its thinking 
processes, ruthless in its determination. The 
fixed sign leaders of- the world rallied 
round the standard of “power through 
possessions,” forming an adamant coalition 
which stood its ground so that Neptunian 
adjustment turned into equally futile ap- 
peasement. 

The Uranian element maintained some 
slight pretense of a desire for peaceful 
adjustment (on their own terms) until 
Saturn entered Taurus in 1939-40, setting 
up a third cycle. Self-defense dictated the 
policies of both elements from here on—on 
the Uranian side, this meant “grab all you 
can while the getting’s good”—on the Nep- 
tunian, a final realization that they must 
fight or be destroyed. Saturn transited 
Taurus briefly from July 7th to September 
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23, 1939. The trend rose rapidly to the 
surface—the eastern frontier assured, 
Poland was invaded and the challenge 
thrown to the democracies before Saturn 
retrograded back into Aries. The lull of 
the first winter of warfare continued until 
after Saturn moved back into Taurus on 
March 20, 1940. Within the first three 
months of this Saturn cycle, Hitler had 
grabbed most of Europe, laying bare to the 
world the futility of adjustment when 
Uranus is on the loose in Taurus. 

All these cycles come to an end in 1942. 
The planetary props which have supported 
not only the dictators, but the whole 
totalitarian ideology, move on, and in mov- 
ing, swing their support into Gemini and 
Libra where they uphold the tenets of free 
speech, free commerce, independence of ac- 
tion and interdependence of men and na- 
tions—in a word, Democracy. 

This does not mean that the Axis must 
immediately collapse, but it does mean that 
the period of its ascendency has passed its 
peak—that the initiative is transferred to 
the other side. 

Some hint of the confident defiance 
which is to be the keynote of the Uranus- 
in-Gemini Cycle appeared as Jupiter set 
off on his one-year transit of Gemini on 
May 27, 1941, the day of the Unlimited 
Emergency speech, Unquestionably this 
Jupiter cycle has been beneficial in keeping 
public morale on a high level and will con- 
tinue to do so until June 10th, but just as 
surely, it is also responsible for some of 
the over-optimism, especially in the United 
States, which sent the people lightheartedly 
through the year, underestimating the 
enemy, procrastinating instead of buckling 
down to the job at hand. This false con- 
fidence may burst forth in full bloom in 
April and May as Jupiter is configurated 
first with Mars, then with Neptune. How- 
ever, with Saturn moving into Gemini one 
month before the cycle ends, it is likely to 
give way shortly to a full realization of 
the seriousness of the task ahead. 

The following one-year cycle of Jupiter 
through Cancer lends powerful aid to the 
Western Hemisphétg through its passage 
over the Suns in the charts of the United 
States, Canada and Argentina. Jupiter’ 


transits four planets in the U. S. chart in 
the year following June 10th, and since one 
of these is our radical Jupiter, a new 12- 
year Jupiter cycle is also initiated. This is 
one of the best indicators of victory—if we 
had to get into the fight, we couldn’t want 
for better support than Jupiter transiting , 
our own Venus, Jupiter, Sun and Mercury. 

The most important cycle set up by the 
faster moving planets is Mars’ 18-month 
circuit of the zodiac. Mars’ squares, op 
position and return to the position it held 
at the inception of any important action 
marks the end df a phase, sometimes a 
completely new line of attack (these focal ‘ 
points are similar geometrically to quarters 
or phases of the Moon). «For example, 
Mars was in Capricorn when England and 
France declared war. France fell as Mars 
opposed its own place from Cancer, and 
the scene shifted to Greece at the “third 
quarter.” The importance to the Allies of 
our position was forecast last March—the 
Lend-Lease bill was passed as Mars in 
Capricorn began a second trip through the 
signs; our own declaration of war marked 
the “first quarter”—certainly changing the 
entire picture. 

The attack on the Scandinavian and 
Lowland countries belongs rightfully to the 
Saturn-in-Tayrus cycle, but Mars’ position 
at this time is also worthy of note since 
the “quarters” of this secondary Mars cycle 
have brought violent German offensives, 
the last one being the Russian campaign. 
March and April, 1942, bring to an end 
the Mars cycle which began in April and 
May, 1940, and the Saturn cycle which 
coincided with this period draws to a close 
—with a bang—on May 8th. Nazi aggres- 
sion should definitely shift to another 
theater during these months, perhaps draw 
too far from the scene of the 1940 action 
to prevent explosions in the rear—or the 
loss of a partner. This could be either 
Japan or Italy, for the eclipse of March 
strikes at both, and the Saturn-Uranus 
conjunction falls on Japan’s rising Neptune. 
Over-extension is the keynote of April; the 
Allies should permit—even persuade—the 
other fellow to do the over-extending, 
thereby taking advantage of the oppor-

The Sun 


ae to ancient tradition (used 
to point the way for modern investigation) , 
come down “o us principally from the 
Greek astronomer-astrologers and their 
European followers of the Middle-Ages, 
the Sun is the heart of our universe and 
therefore the abode of the Solar “Ego.” 

It is the life-giver in all its various phases 
of interpretation; the awakener and im- 
parter of Life to the Soul—through the 
Essence of Heart Power which ever stimu- 
lates to self-growth and self-mastery; just 
as it is the giver of life to the great body of

, As the symbol of the Ego, it is identified 
with the power of will, the will to grow 
and give forth, which is the innate charac- 
teristic of the Solar Force as the centre 
and source of universal life. 

In a psycho-chemical chart, the Sun rep- 
resents the sum-total of the equipment 
of personality, mind and spiritual poten- 
tiality—trecognized as the individuality in 
this particular life. It is the force energizing 
the process of individualization through 
identification, that which unfolds the ego 
for the purpose of realization of the Self. 
It is therefore the essence of self-conscious- 
ness: either the Consciousness of the One 
Self which is the activity of growth and 
freedom, or the slavery of self-consciousness 
limiting the radius of growth to the death- 
giving confines of the personality. 

The first aspect of the Universal Self as 
Source is symbolized by the “dot” or cen- 
tral nucleus within the solar glyph ©; the

second by the periphery of the encircling 
circumference. In dual electro-magnetic 
activity the Sun is that which focuses the 
vital radiance of the sunseen 1-ness that it 
may be manifest; the interactivity of ex- 
pansion and attraction, the centrifugal 
and centripetal directions of force, that 
condensation may take place. 

The number of the Sun as the nucleus of 
Identity is 1; as the manifest periphery it is 
4. The chemical element associated with the 
Sun is Gold or Aurum—atomic number 79, 
In philosophic interpretation the Perfec- 
tion (7) of the manifesting monad (9). 


The Moon 


It should be remembered that the Sun 
and Moon in any chart are primarily but 
the symboli¢ glyphs of the positive-radia- 
tory, and the negative-receptive or magnetic 
forces of polarity needed to bring forth any 
manifestation in the sentient world: The 
combined activity of these two centrifugal 
and centripetal impulses being that which 
“holds” or creates the material “illusion” 
of the unmanifest—the “shape of things 
unseen.” 

The Sun, therefore, being the central 
nucleus or heart of all systemic life, that 
which is through the will to manifest and 
grow, the Moon is accordingly the produc- 
tive-formative polarity functioning through 
the desire to bring forth. It is the means 
of manifestation and growth. The first is 
the 1 of the positive-male principle; while 
the second is the 2 of the negative-female 
principle—the needed magnetic centripetal 
impulse to “hold and form.” As that which

a exact moment of the attack upon 
Pearl Harbor by Japanese bombers has 
been given as 8:10 a.m. (Newsweek) and 
as 7:55 a.m. (Time magazine). The latter 
time which was also corroborated by W. 
Carrole, United Press staff correspondent, 
appears to be the correct time, for a chart 
erected for it brings Mars just on the cusp 
of the fourth House—a good symbol of 
exploding earth. Moreover it gives angular 
degrees whose symbols, in the Sabian sys- 
tem—one of unmatched significance, in my 
experience—are strikingly illustrative of 
the event. They are not only literally true, 
but that of the Descendant holds a promise 
which it will be America’s task to transform 
into an inescapable reality. The chart is 
printed above and the Sabian symbols for 
the four angles are as follows: 
ASCENDANT: An American Indian 
camp; a fierce war dance begins. Mo- 
bilization of latent energies for deter-

mined self-exertion. Obsession by ele- 
mental forces. Violent awakening to ° 
reality. 
MID-HEAVEN: A happy crew is restor- 
ing beach piers wrecked by storms. Con- 
structive results of apparently destruc- 
tive forces; stimulation to new accom- 
plishments. Glad response to needed 
work. 
DESCENDANT: Automobilist racing 
madly with a fast train, is killed. Man is 
brought to account for his obligations to 
society (or to human evolution, in gen- 
eral). Curbed recklessness. 
NADIR and MARS: Brightly clad 
brownies, dancing in warm, dying light. 
Relationship between conscious and un- 
conscious tides of life. Invisible assistance 
entailing obligation to outer forces. 
Very little is necessary to fit the first two 
symbols to the situation. Indeed, the 
attack at Pearl Harbor marked America’s 
violent awakening to present-day realities, 
after years of self-centered and obstinate 
clinging to antiquated ideals and escapist’s 
dreams. The attack, with its background 
of deceit and diplomatic lies, has at long 
last unified Americans and stimulated us 
to repair not only the tragic damages 
wrought by the enemy, but the still worse 
destruction which the Isolationists’ failure 
to grow up as twentieth century men had 
caused in the souls of our confused citizens. 
The cusp of the Seventh House (De- 
scendant) represents the enemy. The 
question, however, legitimately arises: Who 
is the “enemy,” in a war-situation which 
necessarily includes two opponents? This 
question can be answered in several ways. 
It would seem, however, that when one is 
casting a chart for the actual beginning of 
a war, the attacker should be normally rep- 
resented by the seventh House and its ruler. 
This is logical, because the attack comes as 
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the result of long planning by the assailant 
and is a result rather than a cause. The 
attack is a new situation to the attacked 
rather than to the attacker. Moreover the 
seventh House is the House of conflicts and 
war (as well as of partnership), and he who 
embodies the will to war should therefore 
be of the nature of that house.* 

From another point of view, Mars repre- 
sents him who takes the initiative in the 
situation. In this chart Mars obviously sig- 
nifies the destruction of property. But it 
is the United States’ houses and ships that 
were destroyed and therefore Mars should 
be at the cusp of the fourth House in 
relation to the United States—which means 
that the chart’s Ascendant represents us. 
Japan is symbolized by the seventh House, 
which contains its ruler, the Moon, in a 
very strong position, and also Pluto, the 
totalitarian. This brings Mars at the cusp 
of the tenth House of the chart when 
studied from the point of view of Japan; 
which is obviously befitting, as the govern- 
ment of Japan took the initiative. More- 
over, the Sun of the chart is, from this same 
approach, in Japan’s sixth House, which 
rules.the Army and Navy. Japan’s sixth 
House is the U, S. A.’s twelfth House; thus 
our karmic retribution for years of unpre- 
; paredness and mental day-dreaming. 

If the symbols of the angular degrees of 
the chart are given any kind of considera- 
tion, it would seem logical to conclude that 
the Ascendant’s symbol refers to America, 
the Descendant’s to Japan; for the Pearl 
Harbor attack marks the beginning of the 
“war dance” for us rather than Japan 
already engaged for years in warfare, and 
a symbol of “curbed recklessness” seems far 
more applicable to Japan than to the so 
long inert “Democracies.” 


The War Chart Interpreted 


In my interpretation of the Japanese- 
American“war chart, I shall assume that I 
am correct in my belief, <xpressed in detail

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elsewhere, 


taken for granted. I shall consider Japan 
as being represented by her Constitution 
chart (Feb. 11, 1889—10:30 a.m.) and 
that of the present Emperor, born April 29, 
1901—10:10 p.m., Tokyo. Both these 
charts have been re-printed, with progressed 
aspects in the January 1941 issue, page 50, 
of American Astrology in a most interesting 
article by Elbert Benjamine, ending with 
these prophetic words: “In fact, Japan is 
just waiting, hoping to catch the U. §. 
sufficiently off guard that it will enable her 
to deliver a devastating first blow.” The 
reader is referred also to my article on The 
New Japan (“Humanity in the Making 
series”; August 1938). 

The Pearl Harbor attack chart is a highly 
significant one, when studied together with 
the above-mentioned wheels. Its main 
features are as follows: 

(1). A nearly exact opposition of Sun 
to Jupiter retrograde, squaring the Moon's 
Nodes axis; the two planets being linked by 
Mars, in trine to the Sun and sextile to 
Jupiter. All these aspects are forming, 
and all within one and a quarter degree of 
being exact. 

(2). An opposition of the Moon to 
Venus, with Neptune in trine to Venus and 
in sextile to the Moon. The lunar aspects 
are also just about.to become exact. Lunar 
sextiles to Saturn and Uranus retrograde 
have just been completed. 

(3). A semi-square of Sun to Venus and 
a 135 aspect (sesquiquadrate) of Venus to 
Jupiter, already completed. Also com- 
pleted, a trine of Mercury to Pluto. 

The Sun-Jupiter opposition is very signi- 
ficant inasmuch as it nearly coincided with 
the birth horizon of the United States— 
and also exactly with the basic opposition 
of Uranus. to Pluto and Neptune in 
Emperor Hirohito’s chart which has also 
Sagittarius rising (22°). The Emperor's 
Neptune exactly conjoins the Moon of the 
Japanese Constitution chart (the imperial 
glamorizing of the common people of 


that the birth-chart of «the 

United States, in their present democratic 
form, is one cast for July 4, 1776, with 
Sagittarius 14° rising. There is no room 
in this article to give all the reasons for my 
belief, therefore this point must now be 
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Japan!) Highly significant also is the 
fact that Hirohito’s progressed Sun came 
in conjunction to his natal and progressed 
Pluto in 1940 and 1941 when this pres- 
ent phase. of war began with the inva- 
sion of Indo-China, the necessary first step 
toward the current operations. At the 
same time, the progressed Venus of the 
U. S. chart came also to a conjunction to 
natal Pluto, and this winter, 1942, to pro- 
gressed Pluto. Venus, in my estimation, 
rules the U. S. government (tenth House) 
—as well as the Mikado’s reign. 

The Mikado’s progressed Sun opposed 
also his progressed Uranus, then his natal 
Uranus from 1939 to 1941. It will soon 
make a 40-degree aspect (aspect of 
“destiny”) to Venus (ruler of his public 
life and of his progeny) ; later it will cross 
over the Descendant, square his natal 
Moon, and conjoin Neptune. His natal 
T-cross of Uranus, Pluto-Neptune, Moon 
is thus being highly vivified. This war is 


the great issue of his life. His regime will | 


stand or fall by it. Moreover, one of the 
recent Jupiter-Saturn conjunctions (Feb- 
ruary 1941) fell almost exactly on Hiro- 
hito’s Sun-Venus conjunction in his fifth 
House. This tends to make of him a living 
personification of the “New Order in Asia” ; 
but it could also bring such an honor to 
his son, who because of his father’s defeat 
and abdication, might have his one chance 
of occupying the imperial throne. 

Interesting also are the transits of Jupi- 
ter, Saturn and Uranus through the first 
House of the Japanese Constitution chart, 
upon Neptune and Pluto located therein. 
Saturn and Uranus will meet exactly on 
that Neptune during the first week in May 
—but Jupiter will then be close to the 
natal Moon. At that time also Hirohito’s 
progressed Moon will come in close range 
of squares to his natal Uranus and Pluto, 
and his progressed Sun. If Japan is defi- 
nitely to lose this war through sharp action, 
this might mark at least the beginning of 
the end. His progressed Venus meets also 
his progressed Neptune during this spring 
1942, and this might mean over-confidence 
and defeat in the air. 

However, the issue is far from being 
clear and easily determined. It could be 


interpreted one way or the other by stress- 
ing one set of factors or another. The 
Moon, in the Pearl Harbor attack chart, is 
very strong, by Sign, by House position and 
through her near sextile to Neptune. Im+ 
mediate successes for Japan are in evi- 
dence; and the fact that this has been the 
case tends to confirm my claim that Japan 
must be considered as being represented 
by the seventh House of that chart. If so, 
the final advantage is definitely in’ the 
hands of the United States—even though 
the retrograde Saturn, ruler of the first 
House (U.S.A. in my interpretation), indi- 
cates a great deal of retreating and per- 
sonal pride-swallowing for the U. S.; and 
a retrograde Uranus suggests huge and 
sudden losses of material assets of all kinds 
. all of which has already happened. 
Most interesting is the fact that the 
natal United States’ Saturn gn Libra 15° is 
exactly on the Mid-Heaven of the war 
chart. .Equally interesting the presence of 
Roosevelt’s Mars on the Mikado’s Neptune, 
of his Saturn on the latter’s Sun-Venus. As 
the United States’ Mars and Neptune are 
respectively on the seventh House cusp and 
on the Moon of Emperor Hirohito, Japan 
seems to come out the worse in the relation- 
ship; but the United States will have to be 
very thorough—and, after the victory, will 
be very different from what it has been 


. before. Very important changes may come, 


particularly around 1944, and when Pluto 
reaches the United States’ North Node 
during the same period. We shall have to 
learn a great deal from the integrating 
power of Pluto. We shall have to learn 
from our enemies—though I trust this shall 
not mean that we shall adopt their ideolo- 
gies which are the products of nineteenth 
century materialism and emotionalism, 
rather than of this Plutonian twentieth 
century. 

The United States’ Saturn on the war- 
chart’s Mid-Heaven will compel us to be 
ruthless in the conduct of the war; and so 
will the United States’ Pluto in close con- 
junction to the war-chart’s Moon, ruler of 
our enemy. Our Uranus and Mars over- 
shadow the war-chart’s Jupiter retrograde, 
which, in my estimation, rules over Japan’s 
Army and Navy. On the other hand, the 
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United States’ Venus and Jupiter conjunc- 
tion falls on the war-chart’s Descendant; 
does it mean only that we tried too hard 
(and not wisely) to appease Japan, or shall 
we be over-generous when the war is over? 
It is very difficult to answer these questions, 
or any such questions. I believe that 
Japan’s collapse may come as the direct 
result of her Allies’ defeat, while our 
strength lies greatly in our friends—and 
as much in invisible and unheralded assist- 
ance. 

The fact that the important aspects of 
Moon, Sun and Mars reached culmination 
so soon after the Pearl Harbor attack might 
suggest to some that the decisive actions of 
the war will come rather quickly. On the 
other hand, the two strong oppositions and 
the fact that Saturn retrograde rules the 
chart may also be interpreted as indicating 
a long drawn out conflict. The whole 
situation depends obviously upon whether 
or not one can truly judge the entire course 
of a war merely from the chart of the 
moment of the first attack. Theoretically 
one should be able to do so; yet it should 
not be forgotten that a war is not an organic 
entity and that in considering such a chart 
one deals mostly with the realm of “horary 
astrology.” Moreover a more significant 
chart might be one erected for the moment 
the decision to attack is finally reached by 
the aggressors; in which case it would 
have to be read strictly from the attacker’s 
point of view, he being then represented by 
the first House of that kind of chart. 


The Larger Issue 


This, moreover, is not just another war. 
I do not make this statement in the sense 
that the war is a “holy crusade against bar- 
barism.” I mean it as a suggestion that far 
deeper issues are involved than the ambi- 
tion of Japan, or even Hitler and his “‘Geo- 
political” inspirers. This cannot be seen 
in the chart of the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
which, after all, is but one of a long series 
of events since 1933, if not before, even 
though it concerns us infinitely more vitally, 
at least on the surface, than anything else 
that came before. Nevertheless the peculiar 
relationship of the two great oppositions of 
the war-chart (Sun-Mercury to Jupiter, 


and Moon-Pluto to Venus) to the natal 
horizon and the T-cross of the U. S. chart, 
is significant of the fact that deep issues are 
at stake. Mercury and Jupiter are in 
mutual reception in the war-chart. The 
opposition Venus to Pluto came when a 
progressed conjunction of Venus and Pluto 
is in effect in the U. S. chart—and Venus 
rules our government (with a strongly, 
paternalistic Saturn to color the ruler- 
ship). 

In other words, changes are coming; and 
they will be deep. They will be felt prob- 
ably more in 1944 or thereafter, than be- 
fore; and the war is likely to be over by 
then—or at least one phase of it. But they 
will be felt. They are here today, in a seed 
condition. This world-wide crisis was 
needed, because people all over the world 
could not understand and would not face 
the unavoidable. Thus a “total war” was 
hecessary to make us realize the unchal- 
lengeable need for a psychological, social, 
economic and political reorganization of 
the entire human species. 

Now, we must deal concretely and prac- 
tically with the unification—or rather with 
the organic integration—of mankind. Men 
of the eighteenth century thought about the 
brotherhood of all men, equal and endowed 
with inalienable rights just because they 
are men; but that was an abstract and 
intellectual kind of brotherhood. During 
the nineteenth century, men felt deeply 
about “humane” conduct, dreamt a great 
deal about “universal brotherhood,” ideal- 
istic socialism and the like; but, when the 
discoveries of modern science and engineer- 
ing released amazing energies and the pos- 
sibility for many to reach tremendous per- 
sonal power and prestige, human greed 
made a joke of our eloquent humanitarian- 
ism and our supposed love of equality and 
justice. 

Men are still dominated today by that 
greed for power and are more than ever 
using modern technology and machines to 
become more powerful, individually and 
still more in groups. In other words, we 
are still at bottom nineteenth century men, 
using always bigger means of swelling our 
ego or our nationalism. We have yet to

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Your Tbreshold of Success 


Part I. 
Unexpected Horizons 


- list of the tales best loved by 
men and their children would put Cin- 
derella, The Ugly Duckling and Aladdin 
and the Wonderful Lamp well to the top. 
All three of these stories have gained their 
popularity because, they reflect the most 
important of all traits in human nature. 
Man is not only a thinking animal; he is 
a wishing animal. Only because he im- 
agines possibilities, and willingly works 
to make them real, is he more than the 
beast. As a matter of fact man’s thinking 
would be useless unless he had deep and 
broad desires to think about. 

Cinderella presents a little girl by her 
ashes in the kitchen as a symbol for every- 
one, whenever he looks out from the place 
where he is and has a vision of the place 
he ought to be. The Ugly Duckling is 
an allegory of every human individual who 
somehow suspects he is really a swan when 
he struggles along as a Donald Duck, and 
only needs to know the proper pond in 
which to find himself. Aladdin and the 
Wonderful Lamp dramatizes what every 
man knows, down deep within himself; 
that he merely needs to “rub life” the 
right way in order to have his every desire. 
The true value of astrology is the inside 
information it gives on these somewhat 
magical factors of experience. A proper 
knowledge of the horoscope enables the 
young heart to have its glass slippers, and 
reveals the lake where the youthful soul 
discovers its own real magnificence. The 
astrological chart guides the process of 
“rubbing” life effectively, or enlisting a 
jinni who will enrich every incomplete 
phase of experience. 

The usual approach, in interpreting a 
horoscope, gives more attention to limita- 
tions than opportunities. A knowledge of 
these limitations is extraordinarily valu- 
able, but only when accompanied by a

sharp awareness of the corresponding op- 
portunities. A special department or horo- 
scopy, which concentrates its attention 
upon the opportunity or “Cinderella” side 
of life, is the Astrology of Horizons. These 
“horizons” are often known as the Arabian 
“parts,” but that is a term which gives 
no inkling of their nature or usefulness. 
Here is a special but quite simple technique, 
one of the most fascinating and yet most 
neglected phases of astrological practice. 

The whole horoscope is based upon the 
ascendant, or the basic horizon of the 
life. This is established on the surface 
of the earth at the moment when a person 
is born, when something happens, or when 
a question is asked, and so on. This hori- 
zon or “‘ascendant” is the “personality” of 
the given individual, enterprise, event or 
concept, and whatever is accomplished by 
man is a development in the use of the 
outlook of this personality. Thus the 
ascendant very largely determines the ap- 
pearance of the native, and indicates the 
general way in which he is accepted or 
encouraged by the circumstances in which 
he lives and moves and has his being. 
The planets and signs of the zodiac reveal 
the pattern of cosmic stresses and strains 
through which the native establishes his 
identity, but the basic horizon establishes 
the houses ef the horoscope, which show 
the ordering of these strains and stresses 
in the terms of his individuality. 

As man grows from infancy in adult- 
hood and makes his place for himself in 
the world around him, he develops a vast 
complex of special horizons. He is always 
very aware of his own personality, as a 
whole, but he may never suspect the real 
potentiality of these many other unsus- 
pected horizons. The Arabian parts reveal 
them, and help him make the best of 
his day-by-day opportunities. The one

which is commonly used is the Part of 
Fortune, and this is the horizon of the 
sun’s relation to the moon.* 

The sun is the ruler of the will, or 
the fundamental drive in life, and its 
horizon in respect to the moon, which 


rules the fundamental reaction to the 
whole of things in everyday experience, 
is the horizon of “success.” An older or 
medieval age, when the philosophy of life 
was somewhat fatalistic, used the term 
“fortune,” but modern civilization knows 
that people achieve things not by the 
grace of fate, but rather by putting forth 
the proper effort at the proper time and 
under the proper circumstances. 


Your Threshold of Success 


The Part of Fortune is your horizon 
of success. When you have an accurate 
horoscope, for the exact minute of your 
birth, this part may be treated as a planet, 
and considered according to its place by 
sign or decanate, and by its aspects. It 
will give significant insight into the poten- 
tials‘ of success through the symbolical 
degree in which it is found.** 


Your Part of Fortune in the First House 


You will go far in life by acting accord- 
ing to your own ideas, or by the courageous 


* The distance between these two bodies, taken from the 
sun in the normal order of the zodiac (counterclockwise) 
to the moon, is added to the ascendant (in the same nor- 
mal or counterclockwise order) to establish this most im- 
rtant horizon of the sun. The usual calculation for the 
art of Fortune simplifies this, and avoids possible 
errors, by adding the longitude of the ascendant to the 
longitude of the moon, and subtracting the longitude 
of the sun from this sum, to find the longitude of the 
Part of Fortune. 
** You must remember, however, that all the parts are 
linked to the ascendant, that the ascendant moves a de- 
gree with each approximate four-minute change in 
birth time, and that in consequence, the part’s position by 
sign and degree is not reliable except when the horoscope 
is cast very accurately, and the time of birth is known 
quite precisely. _This might seem to be a very great 
ndicap in the use of these Arabian parts, but as a 
matter of fact it is their great strength because, while 
their position in the signs may be uncertain, their _posi- 
tion by house is almost invariable. In the vast majority 
of cases, the parts will be found to lie in the same house 
even if the time or birth is discovered to be wrong by 
twelve hours or more. In the case of parts which do not 
involve the moon, their tendency to remain in the same 
house is even more marked. It is practically impossible 
to change the position of any part by house when it is 
placed in the twelfth, first, sixth or seventh. On account 


of the distortion of relationship between the zodiac and 
the houses, with intercepted signs and the like, parts close 
to the midheaven or nadir are more apt to move across 
the line from one house into another when a change puts 
me ascendant from one side of the zodiac over to the 
other. 
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expression of your own personality. You 
will have your greatest success by con- 
centrating your efforts on an accomplish- 
ment of which you are the author or origi- 
nator, in some important respect. Try to 
avoid situations or relationships in which 
other people continually tell you what to 
do or how to do it; interest yourself in- 
stead in matters for which you have a 
special background and competency. Avoid 
all unnecessary efforts to justify yourself in 
life, because it may be difficult, if not im- 
possible, for you to get any real sort of 
self-perspective. The horoscope of Karl 
Marx* is an excellent illustrative case of 
this type of success threshold. It was the 
direct impetus given by Marx to the 
Socialist movement that has brought about 
not only the rise of Communism but also 
Fascism, inaugurated by Mussolini, as well 
as the Nazism which under Hitler has come 
to threaten the very existence of democracy, 
Karl Marx was almost childlike if not 
downright incompetent in his own personal 
life, but he won a great success through 
pouring his total personality into a venture 
of the first-house sort. He was able to sus- 
tain this at the beginning without a shred 
of outside support or encouragement, which 
is a definite characteristic of this particular 
threshold of success. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Second House 


Fundamentally you are successful to the 
degree you are able to manipulate the re- 
sources of yourself and others. An old- 
fashioned astrology has over-literalized the 
implication here by interpreting the Part 
of Fortune in this house as a necessary and 
principal concern over money and posses- 
sions. This gives a wrong idea because it 
might suggest a miserly interest on the one 
hand, or a superficial and dangerous type 
of speculation on the other. Money is in- 
cluded in “resources”, but only most in- 
cidentally. What is required by this po- 
sition of the Part of Fortune is a definite 
exercise of values—a dramatization of the 
worth of things in some important way. 
With the part here you are able to leap

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into almost any situation of life, and ac- 
complish much by the use of no more than 
your wits, as long as you are acting on 
your own resources in a genuine sense. The 
horoscope of Andrew Carnegie is an excel- 
lent illustrative case of this type of success 
threshold because his marked industrial or 
financial opportunism was a perfect ex- 
ample of the ability here to rise to the 
immediate occasion, at any time and with- 
out any necessary dependence on anyone 
else. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Third House 


You “go places” in life by a sheer ability 
to make use of whatever lies at hand, 
whether this be people (ranging from rela- 
tives or friends to strangers) or things, in- 
cluding intangible situations and physical 
objects of every sort. This is not neces- 
sarily exploitation in the sense of taking 
advantage of others, although this can be 
destructive as well as constructive. You 
don’t have to cheat, and you can always 
reciprocate favors; indeed, that is one se- 
cret of high accomplishment here. How- 
ever, you are only successful as you con- 
tinually take legitimate advantage of every 
person and everything else around you. 
The horoscope of Joseph Stalin is an ex- 
cellent illustrative case of this type of suc- 
cess threshold, because his whole story of 
achievement is marked by a keen, oppor- 
tunism on a ruthless pattern, beginning 
with his first insinuation of himself into 
Bolshevik inner circles, and ending with the 
uncompromising purges by which it is now 
suggested that he raced to prepare Russia 
for the inevitable Hitler attack. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Fourth House 


You are successful to the degree that you 
are able either to play a part in the wide 
planning’ and development by which the 
race marches on to that “end of things” 
which the fourth house rules, or to select 
a more or less retired niche for yourself, 
in which to build up your home and your 
Own special interest in relative isolation 
from others. You must make a key con- 
tribution to the inevitable trend of affairs 
in your own sphere, or else fit yourself into 
the trend of the times'in such a way that 


you can carry out a pattern of your life 
which is based entirely on self-interest. 
The horoscope of Pope Pius XI, predeces- 
sor to the present occupant of the Papal 
See, is an excellent illustrative case of this 
type of success threshold, because his rather 
epochal achievement was distinctly a case 
of recognizing the world tendencies, and 
in galvanizing the Roman Catholic Church 
into moving forward to meet the special 
need of the age. He saw that a universal 
integrating agency would be required in an 
era when the clash of political ideologies 
was threatening definite and dangerous so- 
cial fragmentations. Should the world re- 
turn.to the dark ages, then obviously a 
universal church would again have a special 
role. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Fifth House 


You are successful to the degree you are 
able to make yourself a particular channel 
for the pleasure and satisfaction of others, 
or are able to find a completeness of self- 
expression and self-realization in the com- 
munity or broad general social scheme in 
which you have existence. Only the angular 
houses stress a relative isolation from the 
webs or threads of everyday experience, 
and the fifth house is not self-expression in 
the form of the marked self-sufficiency of 
the first house, but rather in the sense of 
the typical succedent house manipulation 
or “spending” of things. You are able to 
play on the heartstrings of others, and you 
are only at your best as you permit others 
to quicken your own capacity for joyous- 
ness and creativeness. The horoscope of 
George Gershwin is an excellent illustrative 
case of this type of success threshold be- 
cause he capitalized upon the mood of the 
moment in his art, and because he knew 
that fullness of pleasure required the con- 
tribution of an equally full satisfaction * 
to others. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Sixth House 


You make your way by developing your 
capacity for adjustment. Your’ success 
comes through a sort of subjective oppor- 
tunism by which you are able to “turn 
yourself about” within yourself, or by what 
is your real gift for twisting others around 
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with equal effectiveness to a better orienta- 
tion in their own complex of limitation and 
opportunity. Your achievement will often 
be due primarily to the ease with which you 
can assimilate yourself to things, or in a 
sense “get sick about them”. This is what 
occultists express as “building up con- 
sciousness” for a given purpose. You 
achieve because you also can stir others 
mightily; you are able to help others, and 
to persuade them to help you, and you also 
have a real genius for showing them how to 
serve each other. The horoscope of Luther 
Burbank is an excellent illustrative case of 
this type of success threshold because his 
remarkable work with plants and growing 
things is almost a made-to-order example 
. of this special capacity for a creative mold- 
ing and re-direction of life and its relations. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Seventh House 


You must decide upon a goal, or must 
plan an attack upon your general objectives 
in such a way that you are able to share 
your experience with others in a continuous 
fashion. This is often best accomplished 
by a direct partnership with one special 
other person. What is necessary for this 
and the five thresholds to come, in a 
psychological sense and in particular con- 
trast with the six which have preceded, is 
that the emphasis be on a distribution 
of self as against a gathering together of 
efforts by the self. You must here function 
in relation with others and you must also 
stand aside and support this concentration 
of interest by a continual and parallel inner 
realization. This seventh-house position is 
‘ most difficult when the given threshold of 
opportunity is not recognized consciously, 
or when the individual is not able to stand 
aside and evaluate opportunity at all times. 
However, it is a powerful position when the 
person has learned not just to drift along, 
but to remain himself and also to be wholly 
a part of someone else (or some group of 
others). The horoscope of Henry Ford is 
an excellent illustrative case of this type 
of success threshold because he has kept 
his own personal idealism_rigorously sepa- 
rate from his industrial development, with 
the result that the latter handsomely fi- 
nances the former and that the former 
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enriches his life and so keeps him stable 
as the centering influence in the other. 


Your Part of Fortune in the Eighth House 


You must be primarily interested in de- 
veloping and dramatizing your own highest 
potentials on rebirth and regeneration. This 
does not suggest that you are to slip off 
into escapism or become psychologically 
maladjusted in an effort to gain occult 
initiation, but rather that you may have 
everything you want, with a life rich be- 
yond all expectation, if you will simply 
learn that, on the one hand, you stand 
apart in yourself and continually discover, 
use and re-establish the spiritual and in- 
spirational resources of the world in which 
you live. On the other hand, you make 
your life a dramatic exaltation of all the 
social values of your culture and age. The 
horoscope of Theodore Roosevelt is an 
excellent illustrative case of this type of 
success threshold because of the extent to 
which he put himself forward before men 
as a symbol in a tremendous variety of 
realms of activity, performing a_ true 
prophet’s role in transforming the American 
consciousness from a provincial to a world 
scale, and at the same time completely re- 
made or regenerated himself.

Part II. 
A Study of Mercury Transits and Eclipses 


(Continued from our February issue.) 
INCE Britain gained the major interest 
in the Suez Canal in 1875, there have been 
only three serious crises affecting Suez, but 
since they throw light on the present one, 
we will mention them briefly. The first was 
the most serious. On May 17, 1882, a 
narrow path of Eclipse-Totality swept 
across the southern end of Suez to Teheran 
—present capital of Iran, grazing past 
Nanking and Shanghai in China. The 
eclipse was conjunct Pluto and the comet 
of 1882, the brightest ever recorded. 
Saturn-Neptune were near the “Marx” 
eclipse place and on May 22nd, Uranus 
was stationary conjunction the 1820 
eclipse, while Jupiter was opposite the 
Sagittarius sensitive point (Britain). On 
that day, May 22, 1882, Italy joined Ger- 
many and Austria to create the Triple 
Alliance which split Europe and brought on 
World War I. Map 1 shows the paths of 
the three eclipses, and the 1748 Berlin- 
Bagdad eclipse. Note that the 1820 path 
over Germany-Austria-Italy is the axis 
path. 
For with the Sun and Moon in the same 
position fifty-seven years later—May 22, 
1939—Jtaly’s military alliance with Ger- 
many, which had absorbed Austria the 
year before, resurrected the Triple Alliance 
as the Rome-Berlin Axis, which led to 
World War II. Note too the unusual bunch- 
ing of planets in Taurus from the spring of 
1881 to the spring of 1882, so similar to 
their clustering from the spring of 1941 to 
the spring of 1942. Only Uranus in Virgo 
in 1882 is now in Taurus, while Neptune, 
then in Taurus, is now in Virgo! 
In 1879 Britain and'France had acquired

co-control of Egyptian finances, but in 1881 
a certain faction in Egypt had become res- 
tive. Italy was invited to help Britain quell 
the revolt in Egypt but declined; her “ac- 
ceptance” 60 years later was hardly pleas- 
ing to Britain. As Saturn moved to the 
’82 eclipse place in August of 1882, the 
canal was threatened with destruction by 
the Egyptians, but the British won out, and 


the canal, closed for four days, was re- - 


opened. Note that Saturn and Pluto were 
at that time opposite the Scorpio sensitive- 
zone. 

The European powers not liking British 
control, finally agreed with France in 
April, 1904, and induced Turkey to inch 
up on the northeastern arm of the Red Sea 
early in 1906, taking advantage of a Mos- 
lem revolt in Egypt which began at the 
time of the August 30, 1905, eclipse, whose 
path crossed Egypt, the Red Sea and 
Arabia from Spain and Libya. The crisis 
was resolved in the spring of 1906, how- 
ever, by a British threat of war, as Saturn 
opposed the eclipse point and Jupiter op- 
posed the Sagittarius (British) point. 


The renewed interest in the area around © 


Suez may be traced back to the May 28, 


1900, total eclipse, with a path similar to* 


the 1905 eclipse, except that it ended in 


Egypt. Jupiter had first reached the eclipse — 


place as the revolt commenced in the sum- 
mer of 1905. Since the path began in 
Mexico and southeastern United States, 
with the eclipse opposite the Sagittarius 
point, this connected the U. S. to the Suez 
Canal region. The eclipse was activated 
by Progressed Mars as the European War 
opened in 1939, thus indicating our vital 
aid sent to the British in the Middle East. 
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Jupiter, passing the eclipse place last June, 
Saw our first supply ships on their way to 
the Middle East. The, “Unlimited Emer- 
gency Address” of the President was made 
May 27th, with the Sun conjunct the 
eclipse (which had occurred conjunct Mer- 
cury and opposite Jupiter-Uranus). 

In some respects, an even more impor- 
tant eclipse was the Annular eclipse of 
November 11, 1901, the path of which be- 
gan in Italy (Sicily) and passed completely 
over Suez—Crete on the north edge—to the 
Malay Peninsula, where the Japs wished to 
short-circuit Singapore by building a canal. 
On Mussolini’s birthday in 1900—July 
29th, Victor Emmanuel had become the 
King of Italy. Therefore the 1901 eclipse 
occurred on his birthday and its path con- 
nected Italy with Suez. As Jupiter and 
Saturn in 1911 conjoined and opposed the 
“Marx” and “Emmanuel” eclipses, Italy 
began to take Libya away from Turkey, 
thus putting herself in a much better po- 
sition to make her eventual attack on Suez. 

With Mercury, Venus, Mars and the Sun 
‘mear the Sagittarius point in late 1914, 
Britain assumed a Protectorate over Egypt 


to guard against the expected Turkish at- , 


tack on Suez (a Mercury Transit that No- 
vember was visible over Egypt). But in 
February, 1915, as the attack came, the 
British repelled it successfully (Jupiter op- 
posite the 1905 eclipse place). Thus, Tur- 
key finally lost Egypt. (The August 21, 
1914, eclipse-path fell over the Black Sea 
and Turkey to Bagdad. 

Egypt gained her freedom from Britain 
on February 28, 1922, and on March 15th, 
Fuad I became King. On March 28, 
1922, an Annular eclipse swept a path from 
Brazil to Dakar, then across the southern 
end of Suez to the Persian Gulf. Coming 
‘when it did, this is a key eclipse for 
Egypt’s fate. Mussolini, by a coup, es- 
tablished himself and Fascism in Italy on 
October 30th of that year. 

On August 21, 1933, an Annular eclipse 
track, commencing at the border of Libya 
and Egypt and the Mediterranean coast, 
crossed the north end of Suez and the capi- 
tals of Palestine, Iraq, India and Thailand, 
also passing over Iran, Rangoon in Burma, 
Borneo—East Indies—and Port Darwin. 
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As the final Suez eclipse, this foreshadowed — 


the importance to its present defense by 
soldiers from Palestine, India’ and Aus- 
tralia, and the present importance of Iraq 
and Iran. 

As Saturn came to this eclipse in January 
1935, Haile Selassie asked the League of 
Nations to intervene against Italian claims, 
That summer, as the danger of war between 
the British Fleet and Mussolini’s arrogant 
bid for Empire threatened, Neptune moved 
to the place of the 1820 Italy-Egypt eclipse, 
The June 30th partial eclipse shadowed 
Britain and fell near the 16th anniversary 
of the Versailles Treaty. The July 29th 
Solar eclipse fell on Victor Emmanuel’s 
35th Anniversary, the date of his advent 
as King as well as Mussolini’s birthdate 
(eclipse conjunct Pluto). Thus began the 
first chapter of World War II in its Euro- 


pean phase. In 1935-36, Neptune transited - 


the Germany-Italy-Egypt (1820) eclipse, 
and when Saturn was opposite the eclipse 
point in the spring of 1936, Mussolini over- 
ran Ethiopia, and Hitler and Mussolini 
came together. This whole development, 
which was a direct threat to Egypt and 
Suez, marked the beginning of the infiltra- 
tion of Italian nationals into Egypt. 

In describing the chronological and his- 
torical background of the Suez question at 
great length, we hope that we have not 
confused our readers with the mass of facts 
and events which seems to show such 
strange coincidental relationships. But 
with this background it is possible very 
briefly to describe the astrological factors 
which account for the tremendous~ Suez 
crisis since September 1940. 

From the fall of 1939 until the spring of 
1941, Pluto was passing back and forth 
over the 1748 Berlin-Bagdad eclipse place, 
although Bagdad did not come sharply into 
focus until the end of that period. The 
November 19, 1816, total eclipse-path 
passed from just east of Berlin over Ankara 
to Bagdad. Uranus reached the opposition 
of this eclipse in September 1940 and will 
not make the last opposition until this 
spring. Jupiter reached the opposition last 
May and Saturn has been there since 
August and will leave with Uranus. Thus 
the Nazi “Drive to the East” had special 
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force in 1941 and will again be stimulated 
in the spring of 1942. 

jupiter and Saturn were stationary in 
conjunction to the “Marx” eclipse in early 
September 1940, as was Uranus, also sta- 
tionary, at the Triple Alliance eclipse place. 
Furthermore, Mercury (communications) 
and Nepttine (seas) were in a near line-up 
—only 2’ of arc difference in latitude at the 
time of their conjunction in Longitude on 
September 11th. Two days later the Italian 
army, invading from Libya, crossed the 
Egyptian border. The British, helped by 
the rains, managed to hold them off. In 
early December, as Retrograde Jupiter- 
Saturn conjoined Farouk’s accession Sun 
and opposed Mussolini’s accession Sun, the 
British saved Egypt by a brilliant booting 
out of the Fascists. 

Now if a total or annular eclipse during 
a War period occurs nineteen or twenty 
years after a total or annular eclipse with 
a track over or near the war arena, the 
earlier path is violently “reactivated” a 
week to two weeks after the later eclipse. 
Thus the March 27th annular eclipse of 
1941 “reactivated” the 1922 path. (See 
Map 2 for the paths of the 1900, 1901, 
1922 and 1933 eclipses.) Therefore, ten 
days later the Nazis and Italians unleashed 
a counter-blitz against Wavell’s small but 
gallant forces and drove them back into 
Egypt, while in Iraq the lid blew off and 
the Axis-inspired revolt threatened a pin- 
cers on Suez (1818, 1882, 1748 and 1816 
paths “active” over Iraq at that time). In 
April, the 1818, 1882, 1901 and 1922 paths 
were “active” over Suez; on the “reactiva- 
tion” basis, the March 24, 1773, Suez-Crete 
to Turkey-Iraq path could also be brought 
in. As Jupiter moved on to a conjunction 
with Uranus and Mercury-Venus at the 
1882 Triple Alliance path in May 1941, 
Saturn opposed the 1901 “Emmanuel path” 
over Crete-Suez, and the Axis moved in on 
Crete after a bitter struggle. 

Suez was given up for lost by the strong- 
est rooters for the British amongst our 
press. Indeed, with Saturn opposite his 
natal Sun in May, Victor Emmanuel almost 
lost his life to an assassin. The fact that he 
didn’t lose it and that Suez was also saved 
can be attributed to’ the development of 
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June, for when Jupiter opposed the Sagit- 
tarius (Britain-Churchill) point, the Allies 
were successful in Syria, and Hitler wheeled 
away for his attack on Russia. In July, the 
first American ship reached the town of 
Suez where, in the middle of the month, 
as Mars came to the 1922 eclipse, it 
escaped destruction by bombing by some 
50 yards. (Note that the 1922 path passed 
over the ship’s position.) 

In late July, the Russian-British pres- 
sure built up on Iran as Saturn reached the 
1882 path which fell across its capital. The 
1816 path crossed Iran, as did the 1933 
and 1914 (Gulf from Kiev) eclipse-paths. 
Saturn opposed the 1816 eclipse in August, 
and the August 23rd Lunation lightly acti- 
vated the 1914 and 1933 eclipses (Kiev 
fell 4 weeks later). The day after the luna- 
tion, Russia and Britain moved in and took 
Iran, greatly strengthening Suez. With the 
1882 and 1816 Iraq-Iran and Turkey paths 
active till spring 1941, heavy emphasis will 
continue on this side of Suez and Egypt. 
Since both Uranus and Saturn are opposite 
the Scorpio zonal-point, the grave menace 
to Suez may be expected to continue. 

The September 5, 1941, lunar eclipse fell 
close to the February 28th Egyptian natal 
point, the March 2, 1942, lunar eclipse be- 
ing in the opposite position. These same 
eclipses will also affect Britain since they 
touch near the September 3rd declaration 
of war date. 

In July and August 1942, Saturn, fol- 
lowed by Uranus, will come to the oppo- 
sition of the Sagittarius (Churchill-Britain) 
zone. But on August 19th, Mars transits 
the two lunar eclipse points, thus bringing 
another August crisis for Britain and 
Egypt (the first Mars’ transit conjunct or 
opposite an eclipse is found by astrologers 
to be particularly effective). Uranus- 
Saturn will then also be passing the 1900 
eclipse, and the U. S. should be affected. 
All in all, next summer looks crucial in an 
unfavorable manner for the fate of Suez. 
The August 12th partial solar eclipse op- 
poses King Farouk’s natal Sun; the August 
26th lunar eclipse falls on the anniversary 
date of the British-Egyptian Pact; the 
September 10th partial solar eclipse

Do you publish a book or chart covering 
complete moon information, including the 
exact time of quarterly changes and zodia- 
cal sign changes, also daily high and low 
tide for various localities in the U. S., to 
cover a period of at least one year in 


advance?

ANSWER: The annual American As- 
trology Ephemeris and Aspectarian, obtain- 
able from the Clancy Publications, 1472 
Broadway, New York City, will give all 
the desired moon data. 

As to the table for tides for the Pacific 
coast, or even the Atlantic, that data is not 
found in the above publication, but it is 
liable to be given in any one of various 
almanacs obtainable in your city, for in- 
stance, in certain of the drug almanacs, 
like Hostetter’s, Jaynes’, etc. For our lo- 
cality in New York, the World Almanac 
carries it; possibly the Pacific edition has 
what you want. If you write to the U.S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, Washington, 
D. C., they can offer you an annual, “Tide 
Tables, Pacific Ocean.” This is a technical 
book and you may have to study a little 
before you can use it, but it is not difficult, 
and is the standard data for the country. 
Data for each port is given.

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REINCARNATION 


My dear Mr Jones: 


The letter of Mary Mills and your reply 
to it, in the November issue of the AMERI- 
cAN ASTROLOGY MaGaZINE, have interested 
me because the paragraph to which she ob- 
jects is the only one so far in your splendid 
“Science of the Ages’ that struck me un- 
favorably, not because of any attitude 
toward reincarnation and karma (though 
I believe in them), but because you seem 
to present the doctrine of them in rather 
an unfair light—implying that the man is 
the only one who has any karma to work 
out, and that his wife, even though a 
shrew, would be entirely the victim of his 
attempt to put up with her—which seems 
hardly reasonable from any point of view. 
Heaven save us indeed from a karma as 
one-sided as that! 


And also, although there is nothing in the 
actual wording of the paragraph to indicate 
this, it still jars a little in its suggestion 
that the man had better “get out from 
under.” Possibly this was far from ‘your 
intention, but it has so impressed me, and 
perhaps others would also understand it in 
this way, and feel that there is a suspicion 
of false philosophy behind it. 


I do not know how far Max Heindel has 
over-simplified the doctrine of rebirth; his 
writings are certainly very childishly simple 
in spots, so that one hesitates to recommend 
them to intelligent people unless they are so 
earnest in their search for spiritual light 
that they will consider rather than scoff, 
before,accepting or rejecting what he says. 
Yet, after a long period of testing his ideas 
as far as I can test them, 1 find they have 
a disconcerting way of coming true. 


For instance (and this is why your possi- 
bly unintentional insinuation that the man 
with the sick wife had better rid himself 
of the burden of her, seems a mistake to 
me), I was struck once a long time ago, 
with his saying somewhere in his writings, 
that no matter how hateful a situation 
might be, if one earnestly tries to learn 
whatever lesson there is in it, one is auto- 
matically released from it as soon as the 
lesson is learned. I have found this to work 








out in my own case, many times over. The 
road of searching self-questioning and con- 
sequent self-discipline is a flinty one, but 
seems in the end to be the shortest cut to 
escaping from trouble, even though time 
is lost in fumbling, stumbling, and getting 
off in the wrong direction. 


There is no problem, I believe, if tackled 
from the viewpoint of the remedy lying 
within one’s self, but ceases to be. Either 
circumstances will change utterly or, re- 
maining as they are, will become intriguing, 
satisfying, free from stress. And the im- 
portant thing is that the other person or 
persons in the case seem to reap even more 
benefit. 


But I never would have thought of writ- 
ing all this:if I had not wanted for some 
time to speak my appreciation of your 
articles, with which, except for this little 
paragraph, I find myself entirely in agree- 
ment—or rather, thoroughly impressed by, 
since agreement would mean that I had 
held the same views, and the “Science of 
the Ages” has opened many new ones to me 
and has been far more revealing, satisfying 
and absorbing than almost any other astro- 
logical writing that I can name. It seems to 
flash on light that I have been groping 
about to get, not increasing my belief in 
Astrology, but giving it the logical back- 
ground, the firm, broad foundation, the 
sweeping encirclement that belief demands. 
It seem to me to be profoundly right.

Dear Miss Glenn: 


The response from many people in con- 
nection with the point raised by Miss Mills 
on reincarnation is an interesting indication 
of the general depth of interest in the sub- 
ject. I do not think that American 
AstroLocy Macazinz is the place for dis- 
cussing reincarnation per se, but it is very 
essential that the students of astrology 
think through clearly what their view of 
the world, or their philosophy, or religion 
means in astrological terms. Your reaction 
to the paragraph is interesting in suggesting 
that it might imply “that the man is the 
only one who has any karma to work out.” 
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Since I am talking about the man, I have 
to talk about him rather than his wife or 
both of them, and-my complaint is that the 
ordinary point of view makes the wife, in 
your words, “entirely the victim of his at- 
tempt to put up with her.” In other words, 
you attribute to me the very point of view 
about which I complain in the ordinary 
presentation of reincarnation. If the inci- 
dent is considered as the joint karma of 
both man and wife, the matter is simply 
made more difficult of reasonable explana- 
tion and much more complicated. This 
would mean that the man could not grow 
unless the woman did also, and that each 
would be strictly limited in his growth by 
the growth of the other, which would end 
up by meaning that neither could possibly 
grow at all in any true individual or free 
will sense. It is an old axiom of reasoning 
that a multiplication of considerations 
never leads to clarity, or the principle which 
is usually called Occam’s razor, and I was 
pointing to the impossibility of the point 
of view in connection with the man’s case. 
Adding in the woman’s case at the same 
time solves no difficulties in the man’s case 
because, irrespective of what the woman is 
on her own account, and what she is work- 
ing out in terms of her own karma, she is 
to the man what she means to him in terms 
of his karma. 

In quoting Max Heindel’s doctrine, you 
offer the only reasonable explanation of 
karma and reincarnation as a mechanism 
by which lessons are learned. In astrological 
terms this merely means that aspects which 
touch on the fatalistic side, in comparison 
with those which indicate a mores im- 
mediately spontaneous action, reveal ele- 
ments of influence out of a more remote 
past, or a broader involvement in the social 
situation. There is no question that these 
factors exist, whether reincarnation and 
karma are the best metaphysics of them 
or not. In astrology, our job is to measure 
them and to show people how to use them 
and capitalize on them constructively. If 
these explanations help astrological students 
to realize that the present moment is as 
much an articulation of a necessary past 
as of any equally necessary or consequent 
future, or helps them realize that experience 








is as much recapitulation as anticipation, 
they are good. But if they lead to a point 
of view where anything per se, in its own 
terms, apart from the strictly individual 
consideration of the native, is regarded as 
necessary or irrevocable, to the sense that 
he can’t do anything about it, they are 
bad.

TIME 


To the Editor: 

Kindly inform me concerning the fol- 
lowing inquiries: When the time of birth 
is approximate, and the birth took place 
at that time of the year when there is the 
greatest difference between the local civil 
time and the apparent solar time of birth, 
February and November, would not more 
accurate results be obtained in constructing 
the framework of the chart by using the 
apparent solar time of birth and the ap- 
parent solar time instead of the Sidereal 
time as found in the ephemeris for con- 
structing the chart, the positions of the 
planets being found, as usual, by the local 
civil time, adjusted, of course, to the 
Greenwich time or that of Philadelphia, 
Pa., as found in your ephemeris. 

If I have the right understanding of 
the matter, there are several degrees dif- 
ference in the ascendant degrees between 
a chart constructed by the apparent solar 
time and one constructed the usual way 
by the local civil time for the times of the 


year mentioned.

ANSWER: Your suggestion is not cor- 
rect. We have to use the sidereal time, in 
order to find the houses concerned. (For 
finding the sidereal time that corresponds 
to a given birth time, which latter is given 
in standard time, see page 5 of our 1942 
American Astrology Ephemeris and As- 
pectarian.) The table of houses is not and 
cannot be based on apparent time, but on 
sidereal time, so the latter must be found 
in order to get the houses. 

As far as the apparent solar time goes, 
and the. difference between it and the civil 
or mean time—in other words, the equation 
of time—the fact of the sun itself being 
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fast or slow compared with the mean sun, 
is all taken care of in the position of the 
sun and the planets in our geocentric longi- 
tude. This gives the. position of these ob- 
jects as we see them from the earth, 
whether the sun be fast or show at the time. 
At the present time I can see no reason 
for bringing in the apparent solar time in 
the ordinary processes of setting up a 
chart.

U. S. HOROSCOPE 


To the Editor: 


On the subject of a U. S. chart, I would 
like to point out that in the one volume, 
1940 edition of Charles and Mary Beard’s 
“Rise of American Civilization,” the fol- 
lowing statements are to be found: 


From page 236: “It was only by 
exercising the ... fine arts of negotia- 
tion that the delegates for indepen- 
dence were able to overcome the local 
jealousies and conservative fears and 
at length bring a majority of the dele- 
gates into line for the momentous de- 
cision of July 2, 1776.” And on page 
239: “On July 2nd the Congress went 
on record in favor, of independence. On 
July 4th the final draft of Jefferson’s 
paper was formally. adopted, . merely 
confirming the fateful step already 
taken.” 


In view of these statements by the 
Beards, it would appear that the whole 
question of the steps toward independence 
taken by the Continental Congress should 
be inquired into. It would appear that the 
most fruitful materials for such research 
would be the Journal of the Congress and 
the letters and other published works of 
the delegates to the Congress. These ma- 
terials are apt to be of greater worth than 
an orally transmitted tradition or a note 
in an old ephemeris whose authorship is 
unknown and whose authority is unspeci- 
fied. Mr. Benjamine’s Gemini chart must 
be a good one or obviously he would not 
have continued to use it as long as he has. 


In the August, 1939, issue of American 
Astrology, you pointed out in connection 
with the Libra ascendant chart for the 
Declaration of Independence, that Saturn 
in the ascendant does not represent the 
American people “by any stretch of the 
imagination.” With this I agree. Yet, im 
view of Mr. Hazelrigg’s authority for it, 
one should hesitate to regard it as com- 
pletely erroneous. I believe the first house 
Saturn may very well represent the state 
of the people at that time, and their atti- 
tude toward the event for which the chart 
was set up. As the historian Lecky has 
pointed out: “The American Revolution, 
like most others, was the work of an ~ 
energetic minority who succeeded in com- . 
mitting an undecided and fluctuating ma- 
jority to courses for which they had no love 
and leading them step by step to a position 
from which it was impossible to recede.” 
At the time of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the colonies had been resisting 
by force of arms the sea and land forces 
of Britain for more than a year. Measures 
taken by parliament in restraint of trade 
between the colonies had been in effect for 
an even longer period. In December, 1776, 
Tom Paine, in a pamphlet calculated to 
rouse the peoplg to a greater effort and to 
more perc 2 wrote: “These are the 
times that try men’s souls.” He went on 
to speak of, “The summer soldier and the 
sunshine patriot shrink from the service of 
their country; but he who stands it now 
(emphasis mine) deserves the love and 
thanks of men and women.” The now that 
he speaks of were the times of cold and 
little food, of calls from the soldiers’ homes 
to care for the fields and cattle and to get 
in the winter fuel. It was the time when 
seamen were idle because of blockaded 
harbors. It was a period when British sol- 
diers were landed and garrisoned in houses 
they seized from their owners and when 
warehouses were bare of provender. In the 
lines from the Ballad for Americans: 


“Building a nation is awfully tough, 
And the people found the going 
rough.” 


The second decanate of Libra carries the 
subinfluence of Aquarius and Uranus. T/is © 
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may well represent the nervous, highly 
strung, highly individualistic nature of the 
American people. Libra itself, being a 
cardinal sign, is a better representative of 
the initiative of the American people than 
Gemini. Lesson 105 of the Brotherhood of 
Light Series speaks of Libra as having the 
quality of affability. Is not America the 
land of fraternal orders and of easy con- 
versations in Pullman smoking rooms and 


-on buses? A tendency to dabble in many 


things and a strong dislike of injustice are 
also mentioned. It is true that the lynch 
law is one of the uglier aspects of American 
life, but under publicity it is gradually 
dying out due to public disfavor. All, of 
these characteristics, so far as I can judge, 
are typical of the people of America. 

If, as intimated above, we regard the 
charts for the vote for independence, as the 
Libra chart seems to be, or the chart for 
the signing of the Declaration, which the 
Sagittarius chart seems to be, as charts of 
limited applicability, representing merely 
\the era of the war for independence, they 
‘may fit the people of those times very well 
indeed. After all, is it so strange that Libra, 
the natural ruler of the seventh house, the 
house of partnership, should represent the 
people from many lands who have gone 
through the melting pot and come out of 
it Americans? It does not seem so to me. 

In my own view, and judging purely 
from the historical angle, the proper chart 


. for the U. S. is neither of those of 1776, 


nor is it Milburn’s chart for the surrender 
of Cornwallis. Beyond question these 
charts are important. None of them, how- 
ever, mark the establishment of the federal 
union under which the United States has 
grown into a world power of the first order 
from a sparcely settled, land-poor group of 
thirteen contentious and jealous states 
which all the world despised. There was 
no unity among the thirteen states which 
gingerly, distrustfully and even grudgingly 
associated themselves together under the 
Articles of Confederation in 1777. No one 
of the thirteen states was willing to sur- 
render even the smallest part of its sover- 
eignty to the control of the others. This 
surrender of state sovereignty took place 
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only under the threat of internal dissension, 
of anarchy and ultimate disaster half a 
decade after the war for independence had 
been brought to a successful conclusion. 
The moment of union was the moment 
when the Constitution superseded the im- 
potent Articles of Confederation and be- 
came the effective and binding supreme law 
and instrument of government of the nine 
states ratifying it. 

According to Article VII of the Consti- 
tution itself, “The ratification of the Con- 
ventions of nine States shall be sufficient 
for the establishment of this Constitution 
between the States so ratifying the same.” 
The ninth ‘state to ratify the Constitution 
was New Hampshire. The Constitutional 
Convention of New Hampshire met at 
CONCORD on JUNE 21, 1788, and rati- 
fied the Constitution at ONE O’CLOCK 
IN THE AFTERNOON. 















































Because of the very great astrological 
importance of the chart for this time and 
place, revealing as it does, practically the 
whole structure of our national govern- 
ment, and because of its correlations with 
Mr. Hazelrigg’s chart for the vote for in- 
dependence, I give as-my authority the full 
quotation from “History of the Formation 
of the Constitution of the United States of 
America,” second ed., vol. II, page 318, 
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by George Bancroft. (Bancroft cites as his 
authority a letter from Tobias Lear to 
George Washington dated June 22, 1788. 
Lear was a New Hampshire man who be- 
came private secretary to Washington in 
1785. Presumably he was a’ trustworthy 
person who knew whereof he wrote.) The 
quotation goes as follows: 

“Virginia lost the opportunity of being 
the ninih state to constitute the union. 
While the long winter of New Hampshire 
intercepted the labors of husbandry, the 
firesides of the freeholders in its hundreds 
of townships became the scene for dis- 
cussing the merits of the federal constitu- 
tion with the delegates of their choice and 
with one another. Their convention reas- 
sembled in June. Four days served them 
to discuss the constitution, to prepare and 
recommend twelve articles of amendment, 
and by fifty-seven voices to forty-six to 
ratify the constitution. They took care to 
insert in their record that their vote was 
taken on Saturday, June the twenty-first, 
at one o'clock in the afternoon, that Vir- 
ginia by a vote at a later hour of the same 
day might not dispute with them the honor 
of giving life to the constitution.” 


It should be remarked in passing that 
the date, Sept. 17, 1787, frequently men- 
tioned as the date for the adoption of the 
constitution, is misleading. On that date 
the Constitutional Convention of all the 
states adopted the Constitution for submis- 
sion to the individual states for ratification. 
The members of the convention had no 
authority to accept finally the constitution 
for their states, The final ratification or 
rejection of the constitution had to be made 
by conventions called separately in each 
state for that express purpose. 

In closing, I would like to call to the 
attention of the editor an error made in 
connection with the U. S. chart in the 
August, 1939, issue of American Astrology: 
Thomas Jefferson is mentioned as drafting 
the Constitution. From the date mentioned 
it is obvious that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is meant. Jefferson drafted the 
Declaration but not the-Constitution. The 
Constitution was drafted in 1787.

Mr. Lopez has been criticized for the 
apparent inaccuracy of various forecasts he 
has made relative to Japan. Let us look at 
the record. Insofar as his forecasts in 
general are concerned, we have only to 
refer the reader to our June, 1941, issue, 
page 29. 

Specifically with regard to Japan, we 
quote from our November, 1941, issue,

“Japan finds herself in a very tick- 
lish position as she can hardly with- 
draw her demands for greater influence 
in Far Eastern affairs. She is unwill- 
ing to withdraw to her own Island 
Kingdom and remain an. important 
nation, therefore the hot heads who 
have been agitating for war at any 
price will become unmanageable, with 
December highly explosive and a great 
possibility of them having their own 
way.” 

From December, 1941, issue, page 3, 
under the heading “U. S. A.:” 


“December 13th through to the 20th 
may see grave disasters and losses at 
sea and dissatisfaction in Army and 
Navy circles, especially where our new 
island bases and colonies are con- 
cerned, which are in some danger of 
attack.” 


From the December, 1941, issue, page 3, 
under heading “Turkey:” 


“The Philippines and Singapore are 
points of renewed activity, with a pos- 
sibility of new outbreaks in this 
corner of the world.” 


From the January, }942, issue, page 3, 
under the heading “Japan:” 


“Japan’s new cabinet, while more 
militant and warlike than the last one, 
is tied to the Emperor and will not 
get very far away from the policy 
that he wants, but there is some 
danger that it may get out of hand. 
In the meantime, May of 1942 will 
bring new emergencies and members 
of the cabinet may be forced to re- 
sign, due to financial difficulties. 
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Note—With reference to Japan, Mr. 
Lopez made it clear that he considered 
Japan a natural ally of the United States, 
and for that reason has been criticized in 
the light of recent events. However, we 
should not forget that even though the 
horoscope of the Japanese Constitution 
may reveal a basis for amity, this does not 
deny any temporary Japanese government 
liberty of action in the matter of quarrel- 
ling with what was probably the best friend 
they had in the world. As Mr, Lopez 
expresses it: 














“Japan at the present time is gov- 
erned by a very impossible and war- 
like cabinet which will stop at nothing, 
but by March (1942) the people (of 
Japan) will begin to feel and see that 
they are being misdirected.” 








History will, no doubt, record that, by 
the refusal of her present government to 
cooperate with the Democracies during a 
time of international emergency, Japan 
missed a golden opportunity to attain 
peacefully all her requirements for national 
growth and expansion, just as it has al- 
ready become apparent that Mussolini 
likewise committed political suicide when 

‘ he entered into an alliance with one who 
was astrologically his natural enemy.

*(shadow over Britain down to Libya) re- 
activates the September 7, 1820, Europe- 
Egypt eclipse. The March 16th partial 
solar eclipse reactivates the March 15, 
1939, eclipse, whose path ran from South 
America (Brazilian bulge) to Egypt, fall- 
ing on the same point in Pisces occupied 
by the Sun when Egypt again came under 
the rule of the King in 1922. Mars transits 

- this eclipse in September, and in late Sep- 
tember opposes the March 28, 1922 (South 
American-Suez path) eclipse. 

This all mounts up to an impressive em- 
phasis on the area around Suez in the 
summer months of 1942, especially from 






















mid-August into September. Indices point 
to an emphasis at that time on the Dakar 
side of Suez. Indeed, British reverses 
around Suez would bring the threat to 
South America much closer. On August 
19th, Mercury conjunct Mars falls short 
of eclipsing Mars by only a few seconds— 
a line-up, one of the rarest configurations 
in the solar system.

SAGITTARIUS

“Blessedness is not the reward of virtue, but is virtue itself.”—Spinoza. 


a is not easy to decide which type is 
most representative of the sign Sagittarius 
—the religious idealist, revered for cen- 
turies in the creative genius of Milton, 
or that shrewd analyst of human wisdom 
and human folly, master-caricaturist of our 
day, Walt Disney, whose exuberant and 
adventurous, heroic brain-child, Mickey 
Mouse, is the essence of all that is clown 
and hero in Sagittarius. It seems to be 
the happy faculty of this sign to be able 
to see the sublime in the ridiculous and 
the ridiculous in the sublime, and the art 
of the cartoonist is not far-removed from 
that of the allegorical thinker popular in 
the early days of literature. For the world 
loves to laugh at itself, and the gift of 
seeing and portraying life in caricature 
‘is as useful in its power to heal the human 
soul as all the moralizing of preachers. 
The origin of this gift, of course, lies 
not only in Jupiterian expansiveness of 
vision, which enables the mind to detach 
itself from human nature in order to see 
it in perspective (and often to exaggerate 
its follies and tear the mask from its 
hypocritical nobilities), to reduce human 
nature to abstractions that can be reincar- 
nated into caricatured form, but also in 
the relationship of Sagittarius as ninth 
sign of the zodiac to its position as fifth 
house of the Sun. The wisdom of the 
ninth sign, the qualities of the aspiring 
mind, are released through the emotional, 
creative, and entertaining functions of the 
fifth house, and very often this didactic 
wisdom is expressed by reducing human 
beings to the status of children or by 
giving mankind the refreshing vision of 
the young in heart. Sagittarius is a mu- 
table fire-sign—it is the very synthesis of 
the restless ardour of the human spirit 
and of its constant search for the ideal 
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in human conduct and. in spiritualized 
human love. The gifts of Jupiter are 
many, but even its own children frequent- 
ly fail to find the places in which they 
seem so carelessly scattered. 

Perhaps it was this Jupiterian wisdom 
which roused the great philosopher Spinoza 
to write: “Man is not naturally good, any 
more than he is naturally wicked; he just 
naturally is. Consequently the only valid 
basis for judgment of human conduct is 
the admission of a necessary and justifiable 
egoism in all human beings.” In his 
philosophy of “the reasoned love of God” 
(the higher Mind), he feels an exuberant 
oneness with the universe, and this, to 
him, represents the happiness that we have 


- come to attribute to the beneficence of 


Jupiter. Spinoza was warm in his praise 
of the positive and pleasurable emotions 
that add strength and vitality and ex- 
pansiveness to the human ego. He re- 
garded unreasonable humility as a de- 
fect, for it implied the absence of power 
and was characterized by “hypocrisy and 
slavish timidity,’ a condition which we 
might attribute in astrological analysis to 
an absence of “Sun” or “unity of forces” 
in the character. He regarded hate as 4 
confession of inferiority. He looked to 
the Jupiterian virtues to heal the mind 
and build the character of man by its 
out-goingness. He wanted the positive 
qualities of zeal, enthusiasm, self-confi- 
dence and generosity of spirit to be fos- 
tered in human nature. 

Spinoza believed in “Fate,” that man 
should have faith in the wisdom of the 
Higher Mind to guide him rightly: “Man 
is not captain of his life’s destiny—not 
even a deck-hand on the raft of a day’s 
circumstance. Nothing he does is casual; 
everything is necessarily caused. A human 
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being has no more free will than a stone 
hurled through the air. He may think 
he has free will. But that is only because, 
like the stone in mid-air, he does not 
know what forces propel-him. He may 
pride himself that he can, as he puts it, 
“change his mind,” but in reality his mind 
is changed for him. But ‘man is an in- 
cident so long as he is viewed with relation 
to other incidents. Reviewed with relation 
to the Infinite Essence, he is himself in- 
finitely essential. He is no longer a pris- 
oner in the toils of circumstance; he’ par- 
takes of the illimitable freedom of the 
infinite universe. He is no longer a fleeting 
manifestation. He is part of the eternal 
scheme of things.” This philosophy is 
Jupiterian in its elements. 

It may be this faculty for seeing man 
as an incident to be viewed in relation to 
other incidents which gives Sagittarius its 
gift of prophecy. This gift is often re- 
ferred to as the gift of intuition or of 
having reliable “hunches.” The instinct 
has made reckless gamblers and adven- 
turers out of some; it has made far-sighted 
statesmen out of others. This belief in 
“good luck” or “bad luck” can make of a 
Sagittarian an optimist or a pessimist, an 
idealist or a cynic, a man of great and 
warm benevolence, radiating good cheer, 
or a man filled with bitterness and satire. 

A far-sighted political prophet, relying 
almost completely on his quick powers 
of inspiration and intuition, was Disraeli. 
The first of his famous prophecies was 
made in his maiden speech in the House 
of Commons, when, after waiting coolly 
for derision to subside, he said: “I have 
begun several times many things and have 
often succeeded at last. I will sit down 
now, but the time will come when you 
shall hear me,” a prophecy with respect 
to himself which was, of course, fulfilled. 
It was largely through the medium of his 
vision that Great Britain acquired the 
controlling interest in the Suez Canal. One 
finds a similarity in temperament between 
Disraeli and another famous Sagittarian 
Prime Minister, William Pitt, the Elder, 
who once said: “Methinks Felix trembles. 
He shall hear from me some other day.” 
Typical of Sagittarian exuberance and elo- 


quence on the~platform is this remark of 
Pitt’s: “I must sit down; for when I am 
up everything in my mind comes out.” 


Winston Churchill 


In this class of statesmen belongs Win- 
ston Churchill, whose clarity of vision 
with respect to future events is one of 
the. gifts which has brought him to the 
foreground of the English political scene. 
Churchill has many of the exaggerated 
Jupiterian characteristics of arrogance, 
presumptuousness, wilfulness, bitter invec- 
tiveness, but it seems to have been these 
very qualities that were required in a man 
who was to pit his strength against the 
aggressive evils of the world. Distinctly 
Sagittarian in that he is primarily a man 
of action and of whirlwind decision, with 
little predisposition to the study of sub- 
jects which required painstaking applica- 
tion and precision of mind, brilliant, witty, 
sarcastic, adventurous, egotistical, believ- 
ing firmly in “luck,” he was, as a young 
man, “mad about horses,” and a biographer 
remarks that “riding was more than a 
sport to him, it was a credo.” The genuine 
Sagittarian is always likely to see himself 
in the role of hero, the dashing cavalier, 
courageous, noble and daring. At his 
best he is, indeed, in moments of crisis 
that summon forth those qualities, “the 
hero of the hour.” 

It was doubtless this instinct that made 
a hero-worshipper out of Carlyle. Events 
of epic proportions and men of heroic 
calibre creating those events were the chief 
stimulants to his creative activity. “Great 
men are not born among fools,” he said, 
and his famous injunction was “Give your 
life royally.” . . . “Books are a triviality,” 
he said, “Life alone is great, with its in- 
finite space, its everlasting times, with its 
Death, with its Heaven and its Hell. Won- 
der is the basis of worship.” Sagittarians 
of those days did not take readily to Dar- 
winian theories of human development. 
Carlyle and Disraeli were among these. 
The religious faith of Sagittarius, while 
not orthodox in the dogmatic sense, with 
its deep-rooted belief in the ultimate good- 
ness of all things, is not given to the type 
of realistic questioning which sets the 
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sciéntist on the road to discovery and 
proof. When Sagittarius loses faith, he 
loses everything that is essential to his 
well-being, and ,he becomes a bitter and 
passive atheist and cynic. 

In the long list of famous men who 
were Sagittarians, there are many who 
entered the ministry (their natural calling) 
early in life and later withdrew from it, 
not because they had lost their religious 
faith so much as because of their failure 
to agree with orthodox methods of present- 
ing religious dogma. Sagittarius is seldom 
a theologian; he is an inspirational relig- 
ious mystic, of the type best exemplified 
in the highly-developed mind of William 
Blake. Artist, poet and visionary, he had 
the type of mind that was almost child- 
like in its purity and simplicity. His 
faith, his great fortitude and abundant 
optimism in times of stress and disap- 
pointment, were childlike. With the re- 
markable Sagittarian faculty for seeing 
abstractions in concrete, descriptive fgrm, 
his art has all the allegorical qualities of 
a Milton or a Bunyan. His thoughts 
(like Walt Disney’s in the humorous 
world) came in pictures. Knowledge came 
to him in visions, And perhaps Walt 
Disney could explain a little of the mys- 
terious origin of remarks like this, made 
by Blake to a lady of note: “Did you ever 
see a fairy’s funeral, Madam? I have, 
but not until last night. I saw a proces- 
sion of creatures of the size and colour 
of green grasshoppers bearing a body laid 
out on a rose-leaf, which they buried with 
songs and then disappeared.” Once he 
said he saw “God put his forehead to the 
window.” He often described himself as 
being “really drunk with intellectual 
vision.” The gift of prophecy was very 
strong, and in “Songs of Innocence” there 
is much of the inspirational simplicity 
which one associates with this sign. Yet 
at the same time his poetry reveals how 
remarkable was his poetic range. ll the 
very greatest poetry is in the following: 


“To see a world in a grain of sand, 
And heaven in a wild flower, 

To hold infinity in the palm of your hand, 
And eternity in an hour.” 





In the rank of “inspired thinkers” was 
Bunyan, who wrote “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
had visions, received thought in pictorial 
form and had religious experiences which 
merely renewed his faith and helped him 
to give to the world the puritanical al- 
legories in which abstract qualities of mind 
and character are given human form in 
the typical manner of the Sagittarian cari- 
caturist. Bunyan had all the courage, 
optimism and lively, robust humor, even 
in the midst of his moral sermons, that one 
associates with this sign. Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress is full of movement, life and excite- 
ment, in spite of its religious theme. 


Milton 


There is movement, warmth and passion 
also in the works of the puritanical Milton. 
“Paradise Lost” and “Paradise Regained” 
are full of sparkling spontaneously-con- 
ceived sermons in descriptive, allegorical 
form. The “organ-voice” of Milton gives 
to his poetical works that epic, heroic 
quality, the noble, majestic expression of 
emotion that reaches out to the Infinite. 
In his “L’Allegro” (the cheerful man) and 
his “I] Penseroso” (the sober-minded man), 
the dual nature of the fire-sign spirit is 
well-exemplified. There is in Milton all 
the grandeur of the warm, vibrant, ex- 
pansive spirit of Sagittarius in its highest 
state of development. But there is also 
cynicism and defeat, repression and bitter- 
ness, so that Rose Macaulay says of him: 
“He died a vanquished and embittered 
idealist in a world with which he had never 
come to terms.” For it is sadly true that 
Sagittarius finds it difficult to cope with 
reality, once he has lost either his faith or 
his sense of humor. Milton was full of 
transparent, petty vanity and arrogance; he 
would not suffer criticism in any form. His 
purpose in Paradist Lost was, in his own 
terms, “to justify the ways of God to man,” 
but he failed to justify the ways of man to 
God, by trying to penetrate deeply into 
the causes of human error. 

The great Roman poet, Horace, was one 
of the reflective moralists of this sign. The 
wisdom of his best poetry did not appear 
until late in life, but in his early works his 
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gift for satire was very noticeable. He 
stripped the dignity from mankind in order 
to reveal its follies, but his humour was 
usually of a gentle and kindly variety. He 
is described as a “short plump figure, fond 
of warmth and sunshine, full of obvious 
vanity that made him dislike criticism, 
though he criticized others freely.” He had 
a lively sense of humour with a love for 
revealing the ridiculous nature of any dra- 
matic situation. 

Jonathan Swift, the English literary 
satirist, is often referred to as the “‘benefi- 
cent misanthropist,” a title which aptly 
describes the contradictory nature of the 
sign. His works are full of healthy satire 
of the kind that most delights mankind, 
and “Gulliver’s Travels” represents one of 
the first ventures in literary caricature. 
But there is bitterness as well as laughter in 
his writing, for he despised the weaknesses 
of mankind and wanted to show them up 
for what they really were. Considered the 
greatest of English satirists, he saw little 
virtue in human nature because he - failed 
to see any in his own. It is not one of the 
functions of Sagittarius to be introspective 
to the extent of being able to see deeply 
into the subconscious and probably normal 
origins of sin, its observations on life being 
broad, brilliant, humorous or philosophical, 
but also superficial and without the quali- 
ties that make for a real understanding of 
the problems which confront humanity in 
its growth toward perfection. Swift saw 
the ridiculous in human nature and helped 
to rid man’s mind of many fallacies with 
respect to himself. At the same time there 
was much kindliness and affection in his 
private life for which he is not always 
given credit. 

In the same group with Swift belongs 
that other robust English humorist, Sterne, 
who always liked to be known as the “great 
jester.” The comic element in his works 
shows his gift for swift, bold characteriza- 
tion, which is actually literary caricature. 
Even the names of his characters, like those 
of Milton and Bunyan, are meant to con- 
vey concretely, and with sharp imagery, 
the abstract qualities that are common to 
human nature. “Dr.-Slop” and “Corporal 
Trim” are typical. of this art, just as are 


“ compositional 


the “Mrs. Inconsideraté” and “Mrs. Light-_ 
minded” of Bunyan. Sterne, like Swift, 
started out as a clergyman, the first of his 
publications being a sermon. 

In the field of musical composition there 
are many dazzling names, greatest of which 
is that of Beethoven, of whom Romain 
Rolland has written: “When we speak of 
Beethoven we have to speak of God. God 
to him is the first reality.” There was a 
great deal of scorn for human nature in 
Beethoven, whether for the aristocracy or 
the common people. His was the unreal 
world of idealism and, like Milton, he never 
came to terms with the real world. He 
expressed love on the idealistic ‘plane, 
despised its physical expression. “Artists 
are made of fire,” he said. “They do not 
weep.” It was. doubtless this repression 
of normal human instincts and the sub- 
limation of them that brought out his 
emotional nature in the creation of his 
compositions. Rolland says of him: 
“Though he was the super-eminent. master 
of musical harmony, he never produced a 
mere exercise in technical perfection. His 
works express his thoughts in music.” Yet, 
with strange contradiction, he often re- 
vealed a delightful and hearty sense of 
humour, delighting in the comic elements 
in life. ‘ 

There is also the great modern composer 
Sibelius, who, more than Beethoven, pos- 
sesses the Jupiterian qualities of this sign. 
He lives life energetically, is described as 
both an “epicure and an aristocrat,” a 
mystic like Blake, with swift, pictorial in- 
spirational power when in the creative 
mood, his music being distinguished not 
only by its lofty, majestic qualities, but 
by its descriptive power, being of epic pro- 
portions in conception and subject.. He is 
described by those who have met him as 
being lavish in hospitality, with a “warm, 
expansive smile” when not absorbed with 
work—a nature intense, 
vigorous and constantly leaping through 
life. 


Other Famous Sagittarians 


One could record many others as ex- 
amples of the Sagittarian approach to life: 
the humorist, Mark Twain, creator of life’s 
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eternal boy, Tom Sawyer, and of all that is 
best in American humor; Louisa M. Alcott, 
beloved and kindly humorist-creator of 
“Little Women;” Jane Austen, who with 
her incomparable shrewdness and wit saw 
human nature humorously and saw it 
“whole;” cartoonist Percy Crosby; the 
English huntsman, John Peel, who had a 
passion for fox-hunting; the great pianist, 
Paderewski; the mystic-poet, Francis 
Thompson. There are many famous Sagit- 
tarian heroines, glamorous in biography 
and history: Mary, Queen of Scots, Ma- 
dame Recamier, Queen Christina of 
Sweden, Madame de Maintenon, Marie 
Louise, wife of Napoleon. There are ro- 
mantic heroes like the Earl of Essex. There 
is the brilliant and fascinating hero-scholar, 
Sir Philip Sidney, the courtier who liked 
to write of chivalry and romantic love, who 
combined tragedy with comedy in his 
works, and drew expressions and manner- 
isms with descriptive and bold precision. 
There is Whittier who immortalized “The 
Barefoot Boy” as Mark Twain immortal- 
‘ ized Tom Sawyer; the English poet, Wil- 
liam Cowper, who wrote about John Gilpin, 
the honest tradesman who was such a poor 
horseman and whose “ride was so much 
longer and more impetuous than he de- 
sired.” There is that now-forgotten creator 
of boys’ adventure stories, G. A. Henty, 
who was a war correspondent before he 
became a story-writer; the lovable and 
humorous and sometimes cryptic and satiri- 
cal columnist, Heywood Broun, typical of 
the Sagittarian “newspaperman;” An- 
drew Carnegie, greatest symbol of the 
material wealth of Jupiter and of Jupiterian 
philanthropy, and finally the greatest 
satirist of all time, Voltaire. 

Among Sagittarians there are preachers 
and adventurers, advertising geniuses and 
publishers, world-travelers and _philoso- 
phers, statesmen and poets, musicians and 
dreamers, men of action and prophets. In 
the best there is a genial, happy-go-lucky 
love of life that is refreshing to all who 
come within its sphere of influence. They 
are gamblers with life, and rightly so; the 
cautious Sagittarian has never really dis- 
covered himself; the cynical one has lost 
himself. For Jupiter spreads good cheer 
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about the world; it heals the sick by faith 
and the warm love of life’s transcending 
power over matter; it helps man to see and 
hold the good in life in times of direst 
stress. The Sagittarian is Jupiter, benefi- 
cent.

tunities handed them (particularly the 
United States) by the Mars-Jupiter con- 
junction of April 3rd. At the same time, 
they should beware the same inclination on 
their own part from May 18th to June 9th. 

The next major shifts in war action 
should come between August Ist and 
November Ist. The first move here will 
probably come from the opposition, and 
Russia may again be involved. Neptune 
makes a false start on her 14-year cycle, 
moving into Libra on October 3rd; peace 
rumors may flutter around, may even be 
offered, but the chances are against a last- 
ing or satisfactory peace being arranged 
at this time. 

Things will move swiftly during the first 
six months of 1943. England’s 3rd Mars 
cycle of the war starts in February, 1943, 
and the first cycle for the United States is 
completed in June. Unless peace negotia- 
tions get underway at the time of the 
Uranus-Neptune trines in March, 1943, 
there is little likelihood that an agreement 
will be reached during the year, for Nep- 
tune slips back into Virgo and does not 
re-enter Libra until Mars is about to begin 
his seven-month transit of Gemini. From 
August 23, 1943, to March 28, 1944, Mars 
makes three trips back and forth over both 
the transiting and the radical Uranus of 
the United- States. Winston Churchill’s 
promise of democratic retribution in 1943 
could easily become a reality during this 
period. For a parallel transit, we have 
only to review the months from August 28, 
1864 to April 6, 1865—for a precedent, we 
need only remember the swathe of destruc- 
tion cut by Sherman on his march to the 
sea.

marked as any of the qualities previously 
mentioned. But this is easily under- 
standable once one grasps the pondesous 
nature of such an impulse and how it 
induces a general slowing up of nervous 
activity. Pride has always gone with pon- 
derousness; solemnity of demeanor is in- 
variably associated with a more or less 
lethargic disposition; self-indulgence is in-

Jupiter in Taurus inspires a considerable 
devotion, whether warm-heartedness of dis- 
position or a general religiosity of attitude, 
or both, must depend a good deal upon the 
emplacement and aspects of the remaining 
planets in the Nativity.

Uniformly open-handed to those 
near and dear to him, he is seldom overly 
generous or lavish but rather conservatively 
inclined, while he is always insistent upon 
investigating the merits of any proposition 
before espousing it or extending any active 
aid. However, should the Lord of Indul- 
gence be laboring under any insistent afflic- 
tion in the Nativity, he will incline the 
native to extravagance and unnecessary 
display, a general over-indulgence of the 
physical appetites and pretty much of a 
crassness of disposition all around. Given 
the slightest opportunity, these people be- 
come great gourmandizers, and so veritably 


dig their graves with their own teeth. They 
are normally slow eaters, loving nothing 
better, it would seem, than lingering as 
long as possible over a good meal. Many 
of them are cooks to the manner born. 

Generally speaking, when in Taurus at 
birth, Jupiter generates a notably fortu- 
nate influence, though this is not nearly so 
much the case as when Saturn is posited 
there, the reason being found in the latter 
planet’s contractive qualities as opposed to 
the former’s expansiveness.

The Greater Fortune, when posited in 
the Sign of the Golden Calf, is significant of 
a devotional and affectionate demeanor, 
of comfort, conservatism and an easy-g0- 
ing, steadfast disposition. He warns against 
sloth, materialism and luxuriousness. His 
keyword is Supply; his impulse, Con 
servation.

The Libra Child 


IBRAN children need artistic expres- 
sion, and emotional adjustment is a 
necessary factor that should receive par- 
ticular attention of the parents of these 
‘ youngsters.

this article but may be obtained from any 
good textbook on astrology. 

Each time the Moon, even by transit, 
forms an aspect in the heavens or to the 
natal chart, we have an opportunity for 
constructive results if this knowledge is 
used intelligently. Reference to the 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY EPHEME- 
RIS for 1942 gives the necessary informa- 
tion for this year in the Aspectarian (see 
pages 37-44). After you learn to read 
the ephemeris and understand the basic 
meaning of the planets, you will be well 
on the way to the practical use of astrology. 

Specifically, to develop memory we would 
seek the Moon in good aspect to or in 
conjunction to Saturn. (The conjunction 
is a power aspect and represents greatest

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Further Extension of Combat—Tide Turns to Favor Allies—U. S. Takes Offensive—Revision 
of War Production Board—Singapore and Java Hold Out—Pressure on Suex and Egypt— 
Possible Overthrow of Nazi Regime—Germany Takes Offensive, Suffers Grave 
Losses—New Treachery by Japan—Central and South America in Line of Fire 


N a world where the flames of all-out 
warfare are literally touching the lives of 
all peoples, this month may see further in- 
citement and extension of combat as Mars 
conjuncts Uranus in Taurus a week before 
entering Gemini. Also a final tearing away 
of any illusion as to the total effort neces- 
sary to dispose of the enemy and thus 
attain a decisive victory, is indicated, for 
the eclipsed New Moon opposes Neptune 
on the 16th, revealing the deficiencies that 
must first be overcome. 

Astrological opinions or judgments are, 
‘ of course, based on certain definite mo- 
ments of time, each such moment being the 
beginning of a cycle of energy that runs for 
a longer or shorter period. Practically any 
-cycle—the equinoxes, solstices, lunations, 
eclipses, planetary cycles, the conjynctions 
or important aspects of the heavy planets, 
etc., may yield valuable information as to 
world conditions, developments, progress 
or deterioration. But the larger cycles 

(long in point of time) are the ones on 
which are based great epochal movements 


I General Indications 
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and two cycles of immense proportions 
terminate this year; one, a period of four 
hundred years in which Saturn and Uranus 
enter Gemini together, and the other is the 


final year of a great cyclic movement of 


1,400 years, each of which . throughout 
recorded history have marked the end of a 
civilization or social cycle. In a broad sense 
this means that the world now starts to 
rebuild its foundations on more democratic 
and universal principles, and on more se- 
cure bases. The entrance of Mars into 
Gemini. on March 7th will be the opening 
wedge toward that rebuilding. One of the 
most important longer cycles is also draw- 
ing to a close, that of the 35-year cycle of 
Mars (as differentiated from the usual two- 
year period of Mars transit around the 
Sun), 

The present 35-year cycle of Mars began 
on March 21, 1909, and will be com- 
pleted in 1944; each of those 35 years is 
also covered by a subcycle of one of the 
planets; in 1942 the subcycle is ruled by 
Saturn. Mars, of course, indicates strife, 
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conflict, aggression, battles, war, and the 
more nearly it coincides to the end of the 
larger cycles, the more intense and wide- 
spread the conflict becomes; the projected 
Saturn influence shows fear, anxiety, hard 
economic conditions, difficulty in movement 
and restrictions of every conceivable kind. 
A chart for this 35-year cycle shows Mars 
in Capricorn (Saturn ruler) rising in con- 
junction with Uranus, forming a T-square 
with Saturn in the 3rd and Neptune in the 
7th houses. On top of being a Mars cycle, 
these indices greatly intensify the possi- 
bility of ruthless combat, of irrational il- 
lusions, socialistic tendencies, fear, and 
treacheries from foreign foes. In this Mars 
chart, Neptune is conjunct the Sun in the 
U. S. chart,* thus tying it up completely 
with foregoing conditions, while Saturn in 
Libra in the latter chart converts the T- 
square into a grand square. A T-square 
practically always means heavy losses, 
whereas a grand square means success by 
supreme effort. However, the fact that this 


grand square falls in the second decanate of 
cardinal signs is further indication of 
aroused passions, fighting and brutal en- 
mity. The heavy Saturn influence in 1942 
shows concentration on production, and 
giving up false hopes in the face of tangible 
realities, 

These indications may be forcibly 
stressed in March as Mars by transit moves 
from a conjunction” of Saturn (on Feb.

22nd) to a conjunction of Uranus (Mare 
Ist), then into Gemini to form a conjunc- 
tion with Uranus in the United States 
chart as well as a square of its own position 
in the Great Mutation chart, later in the 
month. The Neptune angle is thrown 
into high relief by conjuncting its own 
progressed position in the U. S. chart, 
square the midheaven, while the eclipse of 
the 16th is close to Venus and the Moon in 
the 35-year Mars cycle, opposing the 
transiting Neptune. In the Uranus cycle 
that planet is square Neptune, exact on 
April 1st. All these acute Mars-Uranus 
aspects show plenty of war activity for this 
country in March, and to this stress, storm, 
fire and fury may be added the deceptive 
maze of an involved Neptune, 


United States 


The Mars-Uranus conjunction of March 
Ist is exact at 9:36 A.M., E.S.T., thus 
falling in the ascendent*, where it falls 
also in the Mars cycle. This indicates the 
need for powerful, fast defense action by 
the armed forces of this nation, probably 
on the northwest coast of the United States, 
Canada and Alaska, also in the vicinity of 
Greenland and south off the coast of Brazil. 
On the other hand, in the Far East Japan 
appears to be on the defensive and strong 
offensive action by the allies could have 
excellent results. Since the debacle at 
Pearl Harbor, it has taken heartbreaking 
time to get in a full offensive position in 
that locale, but reinforcements of men and 
materials should now steadily bolster the 
ABCD nations. From now on, while the 
going may still be slow and rough, the 
victories hard won, the tide should defi- 
nitely turn in Allied favor. 

Enemy action against this country is sure 
to be ruthless during the entire month, but 
alien agents, sabotage and foolish hopeful- 
ness can be just as devastating as invasion. 
In all cases an element of surprise, 
treachery and massed aggression, possibly 
of two or more Axis powers, can add a 
paralyzing note to sea, land or air action, 
while the mortality rate may be high. Four 
major aspects in the U. S. 8th house, cen- 
tering on March Ist, 14th, and from the

21st to 25th, indicate a necessary increase 
of supplies for war industries; finances re- 
quire a stimulant, also territories and bases 
outside the mainland may be widely and 
severely attacked. Nevertheless, whatever 
perfidy, intrigue, bombings or assaults are 
aimed at this country in March will serve 
again as they did in December to bring 
out greater unity of purpose and more ef- 
fective production of armament. 

Aside from the actual war effort in pro- 
duction or battle, the diplomatic front may 
be extremely active this month. At the 
Virgo eclipse last September 20th, the 
Atlantic Charter was announced as the out- 
come of the Roosevelt-Churchill meeting in 
August. At the new Moon of December 
(exactly square that eclipse and the forth- 
coming eclipse of March 16th) Churchill 
came to Washington and the sighatures 
were thereafter affixed to a unified pact for 
democratic victory. Also the President’s 
multi-billion (XYZ) program of produc- 
tion was announced. So now comes an 
eclipsed Sun, opposing Neptune from the 
6th to 12 houses, indicating that the suc- 
cess of these former meetings, the Charter 
and pacts, appear to hinge directly on the 
industry, labor, and the amount of finished 
equipment in shipping, tanks, planes, and 
so forth, that this country is able to turn 
out and deliver for the use of itself and 
Allies. The enormous difficulty of carrying 
out such a schedule—from obtaining the 
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raw materials to the finished, delivered 
product—may come to a head amidst great 
confusion in March and some revision ap- 
pears to be in order. In January, the Presi- 
dent named Donald Nelson head of the 
War Production Board, taking over this 
truly gigantic job, but from the new Moon 
chart this Board may be amended to two 
equal heads, with others closely allied; 
however, this new appointment may not 
actually be made until after April 15th. 
However, the time has come when power- 
ful, capable, resolute executive control of 
ALL resources—men, wealth, materials— 
will be essential to future success and vic- 
tory. Congress and the Administration 
appear to be in perfect accord over any 
measures taken now, especially as they re- 
late to taxes, priorities, price control, labor 
conditions, army or naval affairs, in all of 
which retrenchment for the people is the 
order of the day. 

Very many expert astrologers predict 
that this war will end in the summer-fall of 
1942. But it would appear that while a 
tremendous shift occurs in March as Mars 
enters Gemini (and although it takes place 
under great confusion), it is more of a 
change in the Balance of Power than that 
the end is now in sight. Mars in Gemini 
will fire the United States to new feats of 
courage and valor in industry and on the 
war fronts, which will be fortified and 
extended as Saturn and Uranus move into 
that sign in May. Soit is logical to assume 
that the changing balance gives the power 
of offensive to the Allied nations. 


Great Britain 


The progressed Mid Heaven of the 
United States chart is now in close con- 
junction of the progressed Sun _ while 
Uranus in the chart of Great Britain con- 
juncts both. This is an indication of a 
powerfully magnetic unity of interests be- 
tween these nations that will continue for 
at least four years longer, during which 
time the “Union Now” idea will undoubt- 
edly gain many adherents. In both the 
British chart and the 35-year Mars cycle 
chart for England, Aries rises, and in Match 
the transiting Taurus planets—Uranus, 
Saturn, Mars—give excellent support and 
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vigorous power to the entire Common- 
wealth, especially early in the month. The 
people of England will be particularly 
courageous and alert in defense; as Jupiter 
is going over the Mid Heaven of London 
in March and April, that city will be un- 
usually well protected. About the time of 
the new Moon eclipse of March 16th, Aus- 
tralasia may be in danger of surprise at- 
tacks; persons and conditions in the Far 
East as well as in and around Suez and 
Egypt appeat to be treacherous factors in 
allowing the enemy to get a new foothold. 
However, Singapore and Java could still 
be holding out against the enemy or even 
be offensive bases, the greatest pressure 
being eastward on New Guinea and Aus- 
tralia. The charts of both King George VI 
and Winston Churchill show tension in 
March from the Mars transit; the Labor 
Party may be very dissatisfied with condi- 
tions while finances are a point at issue. 
The Colonies may be in dire need of arms 
and armament, men and supplies. Any 
disturbed conditions this month may be 
accentuated in May and June. 





Germany 


At the time of the Sun conjunct Mer- 
Cury, square Neptune on December 21st 
(1941), not only did Churchill come to 
America, but Hitler announced that he was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Axis military 


forces in Europe—both events of utmost 
significance in World War II, as from those 
actions the way clears for Allied victory. 
In March the result in Germany of Hitler’s 
assumption of powers may be a final split 
between the Nazi Party and the War Lords, 
which could be the signal for the eventual 
overthrow of the Nazi regime, and that 
eventuality may not be so far off. For with 


‘a Uranus, Saturn and Mars transit in 
‘ square to the rising Uranus in the German 


chart as well as to Saturn in the 7th house, 
the domestic revolution which has appeared 
imminent for some time may come to a 
crisis; this also could mean that the re- 
formulation if not the end of any /arge 
offensive action against foreign—Allied— 
forces is in sight and could be in effect in 
May and June. Further, this could mean 
that Hitler, by over-reaching, could be on 
his way out as the fixed sign emphasis on 
Taurus comes to an end. As Mars moves 
into Gemini it will oppose Mercury in the 
German chart; if any peace offensive is 
attempted it is more than apt to be 
spurned, but in any case if and when a 
treaty is signed it will be dictated by the 
Allies to this nation. In spite of great 
difficulties Germany will be putting out its 
most ferocious efforts around March Ist in 
an offensive (and perhaps by now de- 
fensive) move, which, however, is almost 
sure to result in the gravest losses, es- 
pecially in the air and at sea, March 6th to 
10th being very dangerous. 


Japan 


Japan seems to have achieved some sort 
of “parity” with the vaunted Axis forces 
by March, but Hitler may still be a di- 
rective power in that country. Yet the 
growing resources of the Allies in the 
Pacific may be more capable of holding 
Japanese forces in more confined areas, 
while a heavy defensive action may be re- 
quired to keep Japan itself from being 
physically destroyed. The entrance of Mars 
into Gemini on March 7th will start a new 
phase of Japanese naval strategy—that is, 
conflicts will be carried on or over waters. 
If Pearl Harbor was treachery, this new 
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phase may be beyond any reason, as Mars 
begins by squaring Mercury and rushing 
ahead to conjunct Japan’s natal Moon, 
squaring its own position and that of the 
transiting Neptune. Also the eclipsed new 
Moon of the 16th adds testimony that we 
should be on guard against either gas or 
bacteria, which might be used in of- 
fensive warfare either in March or April. 
‘The Japanese air forces may be surpris- 
ingly reinforced during that period also, 
and they may develop unsuspected re- 
sources of both materials and money; this 
is no time to discount their abilities to 
carry on warfare—no matter how the situ- 
ation appears. 


Russia 


Russia also has powerful aid in March, 
particularly during the first week. But the 
lunation (March 16th) shows internal 
weakness, or perhaps resentment against 
the Controlling Powers, which might in- 
clude anyone—not only the ranking officers 
of the U.S.S.R. and its armies, but the 
Unified High Command of the Allies. Con- 
fused conditions, purposes and propaganda 
may be the cause of the setback, especially 
if the fighting has now been carried to 
foreign territory, which is possible. How- 
ever, the great stress of March Ist seems 
to be near the Caspian Sea and Iran. It is 





possible that Mars in Taurus gave a great 
push to the Axis in January-February 
through Turkey and Iraq, and now the con- 
flict centers in the former region, with 
Afganistan also in some danger. The shift- 
ing lines of battle that occur all over the 
world this month may particularly affect 
to be. near the Caspian Sea and Iran. It is 
Russia, and the most careful attention will 
be necessary to keep their objectives 
clear if they are to obtain an out-and-out 
victory; this is further emphasized by the 
Uranus cycle chart, where that planet (the 
ruler of Russia) is coming to the exact 
square of Neptune on April Ist. On the 
other hand, the Russian people now have 
a far better outlook, and a chance for great 
gains economically and financially, 


South and Central America 


The countries below the equator—es- 
pecially Brazil—may be very much in the 
news in March, where possibly the extreme 
East Coast may be in the line of fire. The 
United States bases for transporting bomb- 
ers and fighter planes to Equatorial Africa 
should be warned against a probable Axis 
attack early in March; Colombia and the 
Panama Canal may also need to be on the 
alert to combat crucial attacks. ‘The At- 
lantic off these shores may be the scene of 
furious battles. As the month progresses, 
the mutable signs become more active; 
here the pressure may shift to Central 
America and the coast of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and so definitely westward. A great 
deal of confusion and nervousness may be- 
come evident in these localities as Mars 
transits Gemini and squares Mercury in the 
35-year Mars cycle. This movement north 
of the equator and to the west was a direct 
tie-up with Japan, which could now be 
operating: from secret bases off the Ameri- 
can coast. American solidarity—North, 
Central and South—appears, however, not 
only to remain unshaken in March, but to 
be bound by forceful concerted action even 


more strongly and vitally in war, finance, 


and economics for future protection an 
welfare.

Los Estados Unidos de America 


La conjuncion de Marte y Urano en 
el primero de Marzo es exacta a la tem- 
prana hora de 9:36 A.M., E.S.T. (hora 
de la region Este de los EE. UU.), que 
cae en el Ascendiente** en donde tambien 
cae en el Ciclo de Marte. Esto indica la 
necesidad por poderosa y rapida accion de- 
fensiva por las Fuerzas Armadas de esta 
Nacion, probablemente en-la Costa No- 
roeste de los Estados Unidos, Canada y 
Alaska, y cerca de Groenlandia y al Sur 
de la Costa de Brasil. Por otro lado los 
Aliados pueden tomar la ofensiva contra 
los Japoneses en el lejano Este. Desde la 
derrota de Puerto Perla ha sido necesaria 
moverse con angustiosa rapidez para pon- 
erse en una posiciOn ofensiva en esa region, 
pero se espera que refuerzos en hombres 
y materiales continuamente llegando a los 
lugares de combate revitalizen las Naciones 
ABCD de ahora en adelante, mientras 
aparentemente el avance se vea lento y 
dificil, las victorias duramente ganadas, el

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curso de eventos debiera tornarse defini- 
tivamente en favor de los Aliados. La 
accion del enemigo contra este pais es 
seguro que sea continua y sin miséricordia 
durante el entero mes, pero todos los varios 
aspectos Neptunianos a los cuales nos 
hemos referido arriba indican que agentes 
enemigos, sabotage, y esperanzas infundadas 
pueden ser tan malas como una invasion 
—por el tiempo presente. 

En todo caso un elemento de sorpresa, 
traicién y agresidn en masa, posiblemente 
de dos 6 mas poderes enemigos, pueden 
afiadir una nota paralizante a la accién por 
tierra, aire y mar. Cuatro aspectos mayores 
en la octava casa de los Estados Unidos 
siendo su centro de Marzo 1 al 14, 
y del 21 al 25, indica un aumento de 
materiales para las industrias de guerra; 
la parte financiera requiere un estimu- 
lante; y tambien los territorios y bases 
exteriores tal vez sean extensamente y 
severamente atacadas. Sinembargo, .a 
pesar de la pérfidia, intriga, bombardeos 
o asaltos sean dirigidos a este pais en 
Marzo serviran otra vez como lo hicieron 
en Diciembre pasado para unir en un solo 
proposito y aun mas efectiva produccién 
de armamentos. 

Aparte de la actual esfuerzo en produc- 
cién de elementos de guerra y accién mili- 
tar, el frente diplomatico sera extrema- 
damente activo este mes. En el eclipse en 
Virgo de Septiembre 20 fué anunciado la 
Carta de Garantia del Atlantico como re- 
sultado del encuentro celebrado por los 
Srs. Roosevelt y Churchill en Agosto. En 
la Nueva Luna de Diciembre (exactamente 
cuadrando ese eclipse y el siguiente de 
Marzo 16) Churchill vino a Washington 
y las firmas fueron fijadas a un unificado 
pacto por la victoria democratica .Tambien 
el programa multi-billonaria (XYZ) de 
produccién de guerra fué anunciado por 


el Presidente. Asi ahora viene un Sol eclip-.- 


sado, oponiendo a Neptuno desde la 6a a 
la 12a Casa indicando que el exito de estos 
anteriores encuentros, la Carta de Garantia 
y los pactos, aparecen a depender directa- 
mente en la industria, labor y la cantidad 
de equipo terminado en embarcaciones, 
tanques, aviones y demas necesidades de 
. guerra, que este pais sea habil a producir 
y entregar para ser usados por él mismo y 


sus Aliados. La enorme dificultad de llevar 
a cabo tal proyecto—desde obtener el ma- 
terial crudo a ser el terminado y entregado 
producto, puede llegar a su punto critico 
entre una gran confusion en Marzo y 
algunas revisiones aparecen a ser en orden, 
En Enero, el Presidente nombro al Sr, 
Donald Nelson cabeza de la Junta para la 
Producci6n de Guerra, tomando esta ver- 
daderamente gigantesca tarea; pero juz- 
gando por la Carta de la Nueva Luna sera 
posible que esta Junta se reforme para ser 
encabezada por dos personas de igual poder, 
ayudadas por otros muy cercanamente re- 
lacionados; sinembargo este nuevo nom- 
bramiento no sera efectuado sino hasta 
despues del 15 de Abril. Sinembargo, el 
tiempo a venido cuando un poderoso, capaz, 
y resuelto control ejecutivo de TODOS los 
recursos, hombres, riquezas, materiales .,.

Al tiempo que el Sol hizo conjuncién 
con Mercurio y cuadr6é a Neptuno en Di- 
ciembre 21 (1941), no solamente Churchill 
vino a America sino que Hitler anunciéd 
que él era Comandante “en Jefe de las 
fuerzas militares del Axis en Europa— 
ambos eventos de la mas grande significa- 
cion en la segunda guerra del mundo— 
aclaran el camino para la Victoria de los 


Aliados. En Marzo el resultado en Ale- 


mania de la asuncién del poder por Hitler 
puede resultar en una final division entre 
el Partido Nacionalista y los Altos Jefes 
del Ejercito, la cual pudiera ser la sefial 
por el eventual derrocamiento del régimen 
Nazi y esa eventualidad no puede estar 
tan lejana. Con el transito de Urano, 
Saturno y Marte cuadrando a Urano as- 
cendiendo en la Carta Alemana, lo mismo 
que a Saturno en la septima casa, la re- 
volucién doméstica que ha _ aparecido 
eminente desde hace un tiempo puede 
llegar ahora a una crisis; esto tambien

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Si Puerto Perla fué una traiciOn, esta 
riueva face puede ser mas alla de toda 
razon, como Marte comienza por cuadrar 
a Mercurio y corriendo a hacer conjuncion 
con la natal Luna de Japon, cuadrando 
otra vez su propia posicién y la del tran- 
siente Neptuno. Tambien la Nueva Luna 
en eclipse el 16 afiade testimonio para que 
nosotros nos pongamos en guardia contra 
gas, o bacteria, la que podia ser usada en 
guerra ofensiva en Marzo o Abril.

7. mother of the Aries girl writes that 
the native, her adopted daughter, “has a 
lovely singing voice, but we have been han- 
dicapped for funds and she feels that she 
must take a business course—and that 
means giving up her music. She has had 
three years of college and has been working 
on a public school music course, but does 
not wish to teach. Is there any possibility 
of money being made through her voice?” 

With the reservations that we have made 
regarding the possibility of determining the 
quality of a singing voice (see December 
1940 issue, page 80), the cliart of this Aries 
girl answers up to most astrological re- 
quirements for a singer. Mercury, the 


ruler of the 10th house of profession, is 
conjunct Mars (ruler of the Sth) in the 
5th house of self-expression. The aspect is 
not at all infrequent in the charts of sing- 
ers and theoretically, it should lend flexi- 
bility to the voice. (Lily Pons, another 
Arian, has this conjunction in Taurus.) 
The squares of Jupiter to the Aries planets 
should lend power to the voice, while 
trine aspects between Mars, Mercury 
and Saturn usually assure a constructive 
use of the energies. Venus in Taurus (the 
sign of voice) in the 6th house of em- 
ployment is merely one more indicator in 
favor of music. The square between this 
planet and Neptune is not at all adverse 
for work of an artistic nature—this aspect 
is closely associated with music and poetry. 
To round off the evidence, Charles E. O. 
Carter gives 15° and 24° of cardinal signs 
and the end of Leo-Aquarius as degree 
areas of musical ability, with 23° Leo- 
Aquarius connected with the stage. A 
glance at the chart will show the promi- 
nence of. these degrees in relation to the 
indicators of the voice, its use and self- 
expression. 

The mother’s specific question, however, 
relates to the financial aspect of a musical 
career. ‘The Moon in the 2nd house of 
finances squares both Mars and Mercury— 
but in our opinion, this does not deny 
music as a profession. It may indicate a 
struggle—but what Arian ever backed 
down before a challenge? In any case, 
Venus sextile Jupiter, the ruler of the 2nd 
(both strong by sign and both placed in 
houses related with employment and re- 
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muneration) exerts a protective influence 
and gives a sidelight on the real financial 
possibilities. 

Furthermore, even from a non-astro- 
logical standpoint, we are unable to see 
why a business course would necessitate 
giving up music. There is terrific driving 
force in the Aries-Capricorn polarity— 
these people usually know what they want 
and will work like the proverbial horse to 
attain their desires. If this girl really 
wants a musical career, she will sing 
whether or not she goes into business. At 
present, with transiting Saturn passing 
through her 6th and 7th houses, she may 
feel it to be her duty to sacrifice her per- 
sonal desires—she also may not see her 
way clear at present to have both security 
and music, but she is an opportunist and 
when the chance presents itself, she will 
grasp it. With Jupiter entering Cancer in 
June, she should be able to get the financial 
help necessary for her to continue her 
studies, either through a subsidy, employ- 
ment or a scholarship. There are a great 
many progressions in operation at present 
and for the next five years. The power and 
efficiency of this chart is so great that this 
girl will probably make a go of it in busi- 
ness if she cares enough about it, but the 
chances are that even if she lets her music 
go by the board now, she will return to it 
in approximately five years, when the 

‘progressed Moon returns to its radical place 
as Mercury turns direct in the same year 
that the progressed Sun conjuncts Venus, 
progressed Venus sextiles Neptune and pro- 
gressed Mars sextiles Jupiter. If, on the 
other hand, she continues to work on her 

music in the meantime, these powerful pro- 

j gressions should bring her a period of great 
success.

F: years I’ve suffered such poor health that 
I could not do anything in the line of work. 

i Yet I have held to a dream of developing 

a show garden on the farm which my 
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mother and I own. I have thought of 
something on the line of a tea garden with 
outdoor fireplaces, a swimming pond-and 
so forth, covering an area of several acres 
along a stream. My idea was to charge 
an admission fee, serve tea and permit 
guests to enjoy the garden, swim, picnic 
and so on. Is this exhibition-tea-garden 
a project in which I can succeed? 

The idea is excellent and thoroughly 
in accord with the originality of Uranus in 
the 5th house trine the rising Jupiter in 
Cancer. The plan is also a fine demonstra- 
tion of a project which takes advantage of 
all the planets clustered in or near the 10th 
house—one which utilizes the resources of 
the house ruled by each, the environmental 
surroundings of the 3rd house (Sun), the 
capacities of the home and property of the 
4th house (Mercury and Venus), and the 
recreational possibilities of the 5th house 
(Mars). 

In his article on Fixed Stars (May, 1940, 
issue American Astrology, page 22), Paul 
Brachard noted the prominence of the 
stars Formalhaut (2.44 Pisces) and Scheat 
(28.15 Pisces) in the charts of horticul- 
turists, among these, Luther Burbank. In 
this chart, Mars is conjunct Formalhaut 
and the MC conjunct Scheat. It does not 
seem that it would be stretching a point to 
connect these stars also with a flair for or 
interest in landscaping or a garden project 
such as this. 

Naturally, the present world picture-may 
have altered the timing of your plans. How- 
ever, you can get your plans in working 
order, perhaps start any necessary altera- 
tions or planting, seek help, advice or 
financial aid while Saturn transits your 
12th house in sextile to your 10th house 
Aries planets at the same time that Jupiter 
is passing through your Ist and 2nd houses. 
The ideal time for the actual start would 
probably be during Saturn’s transit of 
Cancer (June 1944 through July 1947), 
when trines will be formed to the radical 
5th house Saturn and Uranus, followed by 
a conjunction to Jupiter.

Maintaining Health in Time of War 


I. winning a war it is important that the 
civilian population as well as the military 
forces should maintain good health and 
high morale. And we have heard it stressed 
by the press and over the radio that all 
should be provided with nourishing food, 
with special care that this food should 
afford abundantly the various vitamins. 
The vitamins, which as a whole are ruled 
by the Sun, the planet which rules stamina 
and with Mars rules courage, certainly are 
important. For instance, in the absence 
of factors of the Vitamin B Complex and 
Vitamin A, the two hormones of the front 
pituitary gland which respond to the 
energies of the Sun, seem to become defi- 
cient. These hormones not only must be 
present for sustained energy production, 
but one of them which stimulates the flow 
of cortin, the typically Mars hormone of 
the adrenal cortex, must be present if the 
individual is to have courage. 

Adrenalin, the secretion of the medulla 
of the adrenal glands, is the hormone of 
emergency energy. It responds to situa- 
tions, either real or imaginary, which call 
for fighting or running away. But whether, 
when the energies are mobilized by adre- 
nalin, the individual acts with calm courage 
or runs away is determined by the strength 
of the front pituitary hormones ruled by 
the Sun which give stability and poise, and 
the strength of the cortin hormone ruled 
by Mars, which gives the inclination for 
combat. 

Fighting animals have a large adrenal 
cortex, but timid animals have this portion 
of the adrenal glands small. A depleted 
cortin supply, with an over supply of 
adrenalin secreted into the blood stream, 
makes for the typical fear_reaction. And 
both Vitamin A and Vitamin C are im- 
portant if cortin is fo be manufactured in 
proper amounts. However, there is another 


factor, that of the influence of the mental 
attitude on adrenalin secretion which is 
equally important relative to maintaining 
courage and health in time of war. 

Since life appeared on the earth, all 
organisms have been subjected to attempted 
invasion by foes. All creatures have de- 
vised some means by which to get away 
from their enemies or to defeat them. The 
human infant, for instance, when but a day 
or two old, exhibits both of these tendencies. 
When its movements are restrained, at first 
it tries to release itself, but failing in this, 
it kicks and cries and shows various signs 
of anger. 

Now, as fighting is ruled by Mars, and 
running away is ruled by Saturn, at first it 
would seem that the functions involved 
must be controlled by entirely different 
processes. Yet to be successful in both 
fighting and fleeing, both types must have 
two requirements in common: energy and 
coordination. The volume of energy that 
can be mobilized for running away when 
the foe is too strong to be destroyed deter- 
mines the chance to continue living. Yet 
if the foe must be destroyed, the amount 
of energy that can be mobilized for this 
purpose largely determines the outcome of 
the struggle. Thus in so far as emergencies 
are concerned, the activities prompted by 
Saturn and the activities prompted by Mars 
require similar abundant energies to attain 
their ends. And Brotherhood of Light 
research, covering many birth-charts and 
the progressed aspects at the time of 
emergencies, shows that adrenalin tends to 
be secreted in response either to thoughts 
typical of Saturn progressed aspects or to 
those typical of Mars progressed aspects. 

ow before fuel can be released, it must 
first be stored through the action of insulin, 
the secretion of the islets of Langerhans in 
the pancreas gland. And under the ordi- 
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nary conditions of life, and in response to 
affection and not too strenuous activity, the 
hormone of energy production, thyroxin, 
from the thyroid gland, opposes the action 
of insulin sufficiently that some fuel is 
released and burned. But in emergency 
situations when there is immediate need for 
fuel in great quantities, such as for flight, 
for combat, to endure intense pain, or for 
prolonged and violent exertion, adrenalin is 
secreted into the blood and not only over- 
comes insulin and releases the glycogen 
stored in the liver for fuel, but places the 
whole body on a fight or flight footing. 

The athlete’s second wind is due to such 
an emergency release of fuel in response to 
adrenalin secretion. But at this time of 
world crisis, it is well to remember that 
adrenalin is thus secreted in response to 
fear or other powerful emotional excite- 
ment as well as in response to anger, intense 
pain and prolonged and strenuous exertion. 
As Mars rules muscular activity, and 
Saturn rules prolonged exertion, both are 
involved in prolonged strenuous exertion, 
and one or both are involved in the pro- 
duction of pain. And adrenalin, the hor- 
mone of emergency energy, is secreted as 
freely under the Saturn emotion of fear as 
under the Mars emotion of anger. 

Now when adrenalin—in response to fear, 
anger, or emotional excitement, such as 
people have a tendency to experience in 
this time of war—enters the blood stream, 
it causes the liver to discharge its stored 
sugar into the blood and brings the activi- 
ties of the alimentary canal to a standstill. 
This means that following the feeling of 
fear, anger or emotional excitement, diges-\ 
tion ceases and assimilation is impaired. 
And it means that those who permit such 
emotions to be present chronically are likely 
to suffer from indigestion or intestinal 
troubles, for the adrenalin draws the blood 
and electrical energy away from the di- 
gestive and assimilative functions for 
emergency use elsewhere, and the food 
cannot be handled properly while the 

* blood and electrical energy are so diverted. 

To give their best to defense production, 
or to give their best in military combat, 
people need the vigorous health that is 
present only when the digestive and

assimilative functions perform their work 
properly. And to avoid digestive and in- 
testinal difficulties which reduce their effec- 
tiveness, instead of becoming fearful at 
times of blackout, and violently angry at 
news of atrocities committed by the enemy, 
and highly excited while listening to radio 
accounts of what is happening, they should 
cultivate calm courage, of the type ruled 
by the Sun. 

Even in times of peace, people who 
worry release small amounts of adrena- 
lin; for worry is a mild but chronic state 
of fear. And people who are recurrently 
irritated release small amounts of adrena- 
lin; for irritation is a mild state of anger, 
These releases of adrenalin impair diges- 
tion and assimilation; and it is only 
necessary to observe one’s acquaintances 
to locate at least someone who suffers 
alimentary difficulties due to one or the 
other of these discordant Saturn or dis- 
cordant Mars attitudes. 

But alimentary disturbances are not the 
only difficulties which arise from fear, 
anger or emotional excitement. When too 
often experienced they either exhaust the 
adrenalin supply, or exhaust the insulin 
secreting power of the islets of Langerhans 
of the pancreas gland. As adrenalin op- 
erates to overcome the action of insulin 
in storing sugar in the liver and tissues, 
as glycogen, when adrenalin continues to 
be too abundant in the blood, it wears 
down the supply of insulin and a point 
may be reached when no more, or very 
little, is secreted. This results in diabetes. 

On the other hand, if Jupiter, which 
rules insulin, is well aspected in the chart 
at birth, the insulin secreting power may 
be retained in spite of the chronic secre- 
tion of too abundant adrenalin, Under 
such circumstances, the difficulty which 
arises is due to exhaustion of the adrena- 
lin supply. 

Adrenalin is the chief chemical with 
which the blood stream fights invasion by 
bacteria and with which it neutralizes 
toxins. And it causes the blood to clot 
more readily. Under normal conditions 
a person wounded while angry or under 
the stress of other excitement has a much 
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better chance of recovery than were he 
not so aroused. Not only does the blood 
clot more readily, reducing the peril from 
bleeding, but the adrenalin materially 
reduces the chance of infection. 


In World War I, after the soldiers had 
been battered for days in the front line 
trenches, not only the din and shock of 
bursting shell, but the recurrent call on 
emergency energy to enable them to con- 
tinue fighting without rest, often exhausted 
temporarily the supply of adrenalin which 
their glands were capable of secreting. And 
under such circumstances a mere scratch 
often proved fatal. Their bodies had no 
more of the chemical on hand with which 
it customarily fought infection, and in- 
vading bacteria met no effective resistance. 


Epidemics are commonly coincident with 
war, not merely among the soldiers where 
lack of sanitary conditions promote them, 
but among the civilian population. Fear 

yand other emotional excitement exhausts 
the adrenalin supply, and when it is ex- 
hausted one good weapon for repelling 
infection is no longer at hand. 


Yet it is better to handle any situation 
calmly and without excitement. Anger 
and courage are two different things. 
Courage of the Sun type makes no call 
upon emergency energy unless there is an 
emergency which actually requires fuel 
mobilization. Unless, or until, such fuel 
mobilization is actually needed to con- 
tinue the struggle, there is poise and a 
calm appraisal of the various factors and 
Possibilities of the situation. 


All charts in Church of Light files of 
those suffering from any one of the three 
conditions commonly known as blood poi- 
soning have a progressed aspect to Mars 
at the time the illness commenced, and 
other indications of physical or emotional 
stress which tends to-deplete the adrenalin 
supply and invite infection.

Planting Dates 


Tx dates I give you may differ from 
many other planting booklets, almanacs, 
etc., but to prove their effectiveness to 
yourself, we only ask that you try them and 
keep accurate records from year to year. 

When planting our crops or plants, we 
must keep in mind that crops that produce 
their yield above the soil are to be planted 
on the ‘Increase of the Moon” (New Moon 
and First Quarter). 

Crops or plants that product their yield 
in the soil are to be planted on the “De- 
crease of the Moon” (Full Moon and Last 
Quarter). 

Plants that grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, corn,. lettuce, 
dats, peas, sweet-peas and marigolds, should 
be planted when the Moon is New or in 
First Quarter. 

Plants that produce their crops in the 
soil and grow from bulb formation, similar 
to beet, carrot, potato, radish, tulip and 
gladiolus, should be planted when the Moon 
is Full or in Last Quarter. Plant in last 
quarter only when unavoidable, as it is not 
considered the best time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.”

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Stock Market Forecasting 


A Brief Discussion of Methods 
Ancient and Modern 


.... many references throughout re- 
corded history we learn that the ancients 
used a planetary forecasting system cover- 
ing almost every kind of phenomenal 
eventuality from the weather to politics. 
An investigation of the records and text 
book theories or doctrines shows quite defi- 
nitely the general plan by which these fore- 
casters reached their conclusions, and we 
therefore know almost exactly every process 
which they used. They undoubtedly went 
back on the records of former times, cross- 
indexed by planetary cycles. 

The Babylonian records often mention 
the published forecasts of prices on the 
produce market, usually given in the official 
reports made by the government officials. 

Argol states that in Rome, as late as the 
first century, there were several noted mar- 
ket forecasters. 

When Lionel Rothschild was making a 
speech in the English parliament, about the 
_year 1870, a heckler asked him if he could 
foyecast the securities market. He replied, 
“Yes,” and amplified this by remarking 
that he was an authority on financial sta- 
tistics and algebraical analysis of the rec- 
ords. 

Jay Gould, a civil engineer and a finished 
mathematician, is well known to have 
“figured” the stock market trend with 
notable success, 

In later years other investigators found 
that analyses of the stock market records 
actually did yield significant results. This 
was in no way astonishing, except to a few 
who were unacquainted with modern ana- 
lytical processes as applied to statistical 
values; however, it was not until the com- 
paratively late records become available 
that any very significant progress was made.

Lately, with a fairly accurate daily stock 
market price record covering more than 
fifty years, a series of comparisons were 
made by means of charts and diagrams 
of the recorded price movement. The 
common rules of the harmonic analysis 
were applied, periodograms were developed 
and planetary correlations were tested. The 
empiric cycles of sun spot activity were 
examined, and it was during a discussion of 
these that a new theory of extra-terrestrial 
correlations was evolved. It was found that 
the experience curve in market prices is 
not a true harmonic, because of what some 
investigators termed a “secular” variant. 

The planetary coordinate theory at first 
postulated a true harmonic curve in the 
price movement, but is was found that if, 
instead of an absolute harmonic, we adopta 
cycle deviating under a constant variant, a 
much closer correlation may be obtained. 
For example, we very soon found that 


the natural or harmonic cycle of Jupiter's 


radius vector was most profoundly affected 
by the assumed influence of Saturn, and this 
to such an extent as to reduce its time from 
a value of around 11.8 to much nearer 100 
units. Also, in adjusting the harmonics of 
Mercury, much difficulty was experienced, 
but finally a new theory was adopted 
which at once removed this difficulty, This 
new theory was suggested by the researches 
of Sutcliffe of England and Bigelow a 
America. These mathematicians demon 
strated that we might assume an “electric” 
mass, instead of a gravitational mass. 
That i is, there might be an electric mass if 
a place where there js no material or grave 
tational mass, a notable instance being 
that of the comets. This points the way 10

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The Stock Market Perspective 


March, 


4 has been calculated that the long 
swing movement of stock market prices 
during all of March, 1942 will be toward 
higher levels. Yet a few temporary depres- 
sions occur which the short-turn traders 
ought to use with some advantage. ’ 

The following are the expected variations 
in prices during the calendar weeks of 
March, 1942: 

Starts low March 2nd, but rises in a 
strong rally up to about the 6th, when a 
short depression sets in. 

Rather lower on 9th, a stiff rise to 12th or

13th, but lower on Saturday, March 14th. 

Monday, the 16th, again lower; a sudden 
rise up to the middle of week, then a steady 
decline. 

Again on Monday, the 23rd, starts low, 
but the bull.market carries prices up to 
near the end of the week, when a decline 
sets in. 

Last two days of March rather buoyant. 

The general forecast is for rising prices. 
The short side may be utilized by daily 
traders, but this is an inopportune time for 
anything like a selling campaign. 


Purpose of a Market Forecast 


A. EVERYONE fully realizes a stock 
market forecast is intended to give some 
idea as to the probable movement of the 
average prices, rather than the trend of 
any particular stock issue, and since all 
stocks do not move the same as the aver- 
ages it becomes necessary for a trader who 
is using a general market forecast for his 
guidance, to select such stocks as usually 
Move in concert with the averages. 

For many years the railroad averages, 
for example, included Canadian Pacific, 
which very often failed to move with the 
tail averages, Likewise, Erie had an erratic 
movement, due to its peculiar financial 
status. Santa Fe was a rather odd mover, 
because it was controlled by a foreign hold- 
ing concern. It is the-business of the 
trader to select the stocks best conforming 
fo the average trend, and it is not the 


province of the market forecaster to point 
these out. 

However, it is quite well known and 
almost amounts to a general rule that the 
active stocks move nearest to the average 
trend. But this does not mean feverish 
issues, nor those having sudden spurts of 
activity in between many days of slow 
motion. It means a stock that you may 
see by its record, which is published daily, 
is a close mover with the averages. 

A reliable general forecast gives the 
trader the basis for his operations, but he 
is supposed to use a very considerable 
amount of common sense in his work.

Turn of Events—United States and Allies More Effectively Geared for War Action—Increased 
Production in Armament Program—Great BatNes Fought—Workable Pattern Should Emerge 
in U. 8. National A ffairs—Luxuries Cut Off—Roosevelt Should Remain Master of Any 
Antagonistic Situation—Stalin’s Power as a Dictator May Wane—Japanese Army 


Affected by Demoralizing Forces—Germany Faces 


A GREAT turn of events opens this 
month. The recent period of bewildering 
confusions and fears (indicated in our Feb- 
tuary issue, pages 72-74) reaches a final 
clearing crisis in the midst of high tension; 
yet there will be many chances for advance- 
ment in assembling war supplies and forti- 
fying combat zones or positions and the war 
machine of the United States and its Allies 
is more effectively geared for action in all 
its ramifications. The critical turn from 
complexities is shown by the Sun moving 
from a square of Jupiter to the opposi- 
tion of Neptune and the tensions from the 
conjunction of Mars to Uranus (March 
Ist) and adverse aspects of Mercury. All 
other major aspects are very harmonious, 
80 there will be opportunities for progres- 
sive steps toward success in organizing more 
resolute offensive and defensive action on 
broader yet more intensive lines. 

In a world sense, the Jupiter, Neptune 
and Mercury aspects indicate that the most 
intensive, continuous action may be diplo- 
matic; part of this may be propaganda 
bringing forward a whole new tissue of 
fabrication and further attempts to cause 
involved situations between nations — 
broken promises or agreements; and furious 
battles of words to divide interests more 
than previously. Yet the total results can 
bea lucid, explicit move to rout out obscure, 
equivocal or treacherous influences, espe- 
ally as they react in or on the United 
States. Peace propaganda may be used, 
but will be extremely fallible. -The Axis 
Particularly may jockey for position by

brow-beating or appeasing so-called neutral 
governments into subordination. But with 
all this intrigue, great battles may be fought 
at intervals around the world. 

Mars and Mercury change signs in 
March; Mars enters Gemini on the 7th and 
Mercury enters Pisces on the 17th, thus 
they are in technical square throughout the 
month, reaching the exact aspect on the 
23rd, when a terrific conflict may occur. 
Human energies and conditions are nearly 
always disturbed when Mars changes signs; 
this emphasis on Mercury-Gemini increases 
nervousness and separations, scatters re- 
sources, at the same time exaggerating 
rumors and feeding mistakes, untruths, 
criticism and ill-will. Quarrels in personal 
or public life may be bitter; disrepute, 
scandal or even libel is suggested toward 
persons in high offices, On the other hand, 
if storms of anger, prejudice and self-will 
are avoided, fast work can be done by wit, 
ingenuity and prompt action along matter- 
of-fact, material lines. During this transit 
of Gemini, Mars will: conjunct radical 
Uranus and Mars (a sign of acutely bitter 
conflicts) and square Neptune in the United 
States chart, while Mercury in Pisces 
squares and opposes those planets, adding 
to general confusion, deception and in- 
trigue. Subversive propagandists may find 
many gullible minds; nevertheless, any 
fabrication, misinformation or rumors may 
be relentlessly exposed. 

In the United States chart, the radical 
Moon is touched by the transiting Mars 
and Mercury early in the month and by 
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Saturn-Uranus all month. The radical and 
progressed Uranus are stimulated by the 
transiting Jupiter and the lunar eclipse of 
the 2nd, and later in the month, by Mer- 
cury-Mars. The progressed Sun is squared 
by the solar eclipse of March 16th, and by 
Neptune. On March Ist, the conjunction of 
the transiting Mars and Uranus square the 
natal Moon may bring a quick crisis in 
regard to the democratic form of govern- 
ment, as well as a smashing offensive or 
defensive action, or both. But after the 
lunar eclipse of the 2nd, as Saturn moves to 
the exact square of our radical Moon, the 
immediate effect of the crisis may be a 
period of depression, coupled with very 
hard work to overcome the intricate prob- 
lems in which the country is embroiled 
with enemies far and near. It will take 
considerable effort to work out this situa- 
tion; also past mistakes, extravagances, 
delays—by government,- management or 
labor—will have to be faced on a realistic 
basis and changes made along such lines 
for the production essential to extending 
armed combat and aid to our Allies. The 
problems of high-geared, all-out production 
of armament, taxation and the necessities 
of daily living may create acute controversy 
and tense nervousness, especially around 
the 14th-15th, when Mercury squares 
Uranus; but if clear vision and under- 
standing are firmly held, a workable pattern 
should emerge in national affairs after that 
time. Part of the delays and extravagance 
could apply to inflation, which might reach 
a run-away phase as Mars in Gemini con- 
joins U. S. Uranus toward the end of March 
and moves on to conjunct Jupiter on April 
3rd; if no ceiling has been put over wages 
or farm products, they should rise now. 
Mercury’s transit shows the necessity 
to guard against guile, intrigue and wanton 
acts of destruction by foreign agents which 
could undermine any department of the 
machinery for war unless proper precau- 
tions are taken. As Venus (natal, pro- 
gressed and by transit) is bound in with 
the above aspects, there may be an effort 
to temporize with, evade or placate, any 
punishment or responsibility for such activi- 
ties for the time being. In fact Venus may 
be badly pushed around this month, to the 
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extent that former relationships may be 
broken off between governments, in na- 
tional or private lives, and efforts toward a 
peaceful solution of problems are apt to be 
temporarily frustrated. Women may play 
a very interesting part in both domestic 
and international developments, and along 
varying lines. Certain groups may resist 
by schemes, persuasion or direct attack 
any further participation in foreign con- 
flict; this could be female agents, spies, or 
workers of enemy countries, or totally mis- 
guided persons. Other groups may become 
more vitally concerned with every phase of 
defense—from production to all sorts of 
training for war duties, as well as supply- 
ing amusements or comforts to the armed 
forces. But above all, they will be more 
politically energetic and important in new 
national war policies. Social life may be 
brilliant, with much spending money in 
evidence. Both marriages and divorces 
may be numerous, and well publicized. 


Lunar Eclipse 


The full Moon of the 2nd marks the 
culmination of a situation which developed 
following the New Moon of February 15th 
and which was focused about February 
28th (see February issue, page 75). Here 
is the end of a tense, trying and perhaps 
embattled period, during which the United 
States may have come to a high pitch of 
vehement war action, both offensive and 
defensive. The reaction on the 2nd may 
still have violent impulses, but a_ heavy 
cloud of uncertainty and confusion may 
obscure any clear cut objective, also the 
gravest errors in past estimates or action 
may suddenly become startlingly apparent. 
Waste, lost motion, misdirected energies 
or use of wealth can become points of wide, 


_ sharp protest. This full Moon is an eclipse 


in the second decanate of Virgo; the ancient 
meaning is: “the death of a great and 
illustrious person.” As it occurs in the 
6th and 12th houses, square Jupiter in the 
9th, public health may be affected by bror- 
chial or intestinal epidemics; foreign agents 
may be responsible for food contamination. 
Neptune is rising, square the midheaved; 
Pluto is in the 11th opposing Venus which 
rules the 2nd and 9th houses. The indica 
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_ tions are that the people may not altogether 
comprehend, or may be mystified by the 


Administration’s war aims, its progress or 
results; in addition, Government policies 
may seem most indecisive. However, there 
is an undercurrent of antagonism that can 
explode sooner or later, which may be 
brought about by drastic laws touching 
wages or personal property. The Admini- 
stration seems caught on the horns of labor 
dilemmas which are also sufficiently mys- 
terious, conflicting, uncertain, to cause the 
greatest concern. Jupiter in the 9th shows 
some optimism over foreign affairs or rela- 
tions which appears totally unwarranted, 
as they actually tend to grow more in- 
volved. Broken promises, sabotage and 
treachery may. be particularly widespread, 


‘ intense and unfortunate, Congress appears 


to be heatedly united, but rather tilting at 
windmills—waiting for the Administration 
to clear up some facts. Production, how- 
ever, goes ahead on the armament program, 
although speed may diminish later in the 
month. One of the most important indices 
of this full Moon is the movement of masses 
of people; these could include the army, 
navy (very large armed forces may be sent 
to foreign shores), groups of employed, a 
sweeping extension of Selective Service, or 
moving civilians on account of belligerent 
action on the coasts or borders of this 
country. 


Solar Eclipse 


The new Moon of the 16th is also an 
eclipse; that of the Sun in the last decan 
of Pisces, indicating “sedition, cruelty, 
fierceness. . . .” This is one of the most 
important eclipses of recent years as it is 
the last oppositional new Moon to Neptune 
in Virgo. In a philosophic sense, this can 
be a cosmic moment of Great Awareness; 
conditions that have been taken for granted, 
unknown, hidden or unsuspected, become 
flaming facts. To some, this may be shock- 
Ing, tragic, but to all who will, it can 
be a wonderful release to vital independence 
and true collaboration with high powers. 
Subjective subservience to falSe ideas or 
leaders is ended. It stresses the active 
ability to clear out confusions, intrigues, 
treacheries, and opens the way for prodi- 


gious changes in international security or 
domestic issues. In the next two years 
these eclipses may be of great significance ~ 
in the charts of world figures: that of 
March 16th falls in the 7th house of the 
chart of Franklin D. Roosevelt, square his 
midheaven Mars, the eclipse of March 2nd 
having been conjunct his progressed Moon 
close to his ascendent. In spite of powerful 
enmity, his elevated Mars indicates that 
he may still retain mastery of any situation. 
The eclipsed Moon fell in square Winston 
Churchill’s Sun and the eclipsed Sun square 
King George’s Sun. Thus stress, storm 
and changes in Great Britain, which are 
further accented by the chart of that 
country being involved (its radical Moon 
is square Uranus and both are now empha- 
sized by the eclipsed Sun). The eclipsed 
Moon falls on Stalin’s Uranus, squares his 
Mercury and opposes his Jupiter; the Sun 
squares his Sun on March 16th. This may 
mean that his power as a dictator (Uranus 
midheaven) is waning, or that vital differ- 
ences now develop between his policies on 
one hand and the United States and Great 
Britain on the other. The government of 
Japan is affected by these eclipses hitting 
the armed forces, possibly to a demoralizing 
extent in the coming year. The German 
nation may ‘be violently attacked by air; ° 
within two years it may have a new govern- 
ment in power. 

In this country, the new Moon brings 
into strong relief questions regarding labor, 
and all that it means to eventual victorious 
warfare. With the lunation and Neptune 
square the progressed Sun of the U. S. 
chart, it is probable that positive steps will 
be taken to put a// production on a full war 
basis; and that means everything from 
farm products, mining, to the last finished 
article for equipment and supplies for the 
war machine as well as civilian needs. The 
army and navy may be very active; expe- 
ditions to nearby and far away countries 
may be expected. Priorities may become 
far more inflexible. Luxuries may be com- 
pletely cut off, if not the usual services 
attendant upon daily living. Control of 
communications or publishing may be fur- 
ther extended. While wages should be 
good, taxes and higher prices increase. 
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FULL MOON 
March 1 to 9 


With Mars conjunct Uranus on the Ist 
and the Moon adverse to those planets and 
Saturn, this nation may be blasted into a 
rage over foreign aggression; also nature 
or saboteurs may act with reckless ferocity. 
Battles at home, industrial conditions, lack 
of money or supplies may cause turmoil. 
Drastic armed moves will be made regard- 
less of results, which can intensify antago- 
nism on the 7th, 11th and 14th. The bitter 
fighting of the Ist may spill out in vast 
confusion at the full Moon of the 2nd and 
over into the 3rd when the Sun squares 
Jupiter. Waste, extravagance, reliance on 
totally unstable or poorly trained leaders 
may be somewhat disturbing or even dis- 
concerting in some instances. However, 
excellent work may be done on the 3rd and 
4th in throwing out false premises, forlorn 
hopes and secret schemes, and building a 
more secure foundation under essential in- 
dustry. Pleasure and happiness may come 
to many hearts through love and social life. 
Mars trines Neptune on the 5th, an aspect 
of long and arduous work reaching fulfil- 
ment through strange cooperation and sur- 
prising agreements that suddenly become 
easy accomplishments. The 6th brings a 
jolt, possibly in Congress, that could raise 
another storm of feeling as the Moon 
squares Pluto and Venus, then moving on 
to adverse aspects of Mercury, Saturn, 
Uranus and Mars on the 7th and 8th, Thus 
nervousness increases with Mars entering 
Gemini where it will-plow a deep furrow 
for the seeds of coming cataclysmic changes. 
Terminations and conclusions may be 
reached in a riot of talk, strain and conflict. 
Some important cause or battle appears to 
be lost—but the fight will continue. Farm 
prices, wages, taxation, speculative moves 
of any kind, money, industry, may be under 


fire. 
LAST QUARTER 
March 9 to 16 


Peculiar manipulation by influential per- 
sons on the 9th and 10th may again cloud 
any issue-or understanding of basic facts, 
or what is being proposed or done under 
cover, as the Moon hits off Jupiter, the 
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Sun and Neptune. Agreements or settle- 
ments may fail to materialize; yet intrigue 
or treacheries put in operation could ruin 
the instigators as the flood lights are be- 
ginning to be turned on schemers, hidden 
enemies, racketeers—all persons who at- 
tempt to deceive. Mars is parallel Jupiter 
and Mercury squares Saturn on the 11th; 
recent manipulations may spiral into fur- 
ther inflation, but a conservative element 
will resist this forcibly, while deep schemes 
may be uncovered. Severe limitations re- 
quire fast adjustments in order to keep 
going. The adjustments may be made on 
the 12th and 13th, when cooperative efforts 
and fine work will achieve success, perhaps 
in astonishing ways, as Mars sextiles Pluto 
on the latter date; a great victory may be 
won. On the 14th, Mercury squares Uranus 
and the Sun sextiles Saturn. This may be 
a grave crisis for the Government, the 
General Staff and all-out production; 
erratic impulses can run wild over finances, 
while foreign news or conflicts can be 
appalling. Yet quiet work, reason and 
steadfastness will avail much in producing 
good results. The 15th may be much to 
optimistic; surprise, fraud, attacks, nerves, 
can account for loss. But as Mercury is 
quincunx Neptune extra special attention 
to duty will pay well. 


NEW MOON | 
March 16 to 24 


Neptune is parallel the eclipsed Sun on 
the 16th, but while the new Moon is forti- 
fied by sextiles to Saturn and Uranus, the 
Moon opposes Neptune and parallels that 
planet and the Sun. This looks as if the 
parting of the ways had come to all sorts 
of “collective” organizations—those that 
use the communistic or socialized principles 
developed in foreign “isms.” It should be 
a great time for democracy and all its free- 
doms, including the freedom to work, which 
now offers enormous opportunities to move 
into a @onservative, substantial avenue of 
progress. Any action by any person, group 
or organization not completely in accord 
with the effort of this government to wit 
an all-out victory in this war, may, now 
face extreme action by the Administration 
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and Congress. All sorts of endeavors may 
prosper handsomely on the 17th and 18th 
as Venus trines Jupiter and the Sun sextiles 
Uranus. The air clears; important personal 
or public matters and goals may become 
accomplished facts or in process of fulfil- 
ment, Finances, labor, production, art or 
government agencies may announce large 
gains. Marriages and social life may be 
unusually brilliant and happy; amuse- 
ments, travel, legal affairs may be easy and 
successful. The Sun opposes Neptune on 
the 19th; hidden evils, under-cover work, 
graft, crimes, or those who promote them, 
may be inexorably exposed. Facts stand 
revealed, among which may be a dastardly 
plot against important persons or the 
nation. On the 20th a striking blow against 
honor, friendship or the national good may 
be struck as the Mogn squares Pluto and 
Venus.

the Moon conjuncts Saturn and Uranus 
and trines Neptune. This is a real, a posi- 
tive new start; a concentration of construc- 
tive forces under conditions that can sweep 
forward for a long time to come in highly 
productive channels. Decisions and agree- 
ments by authoritative persons can transfer 
power to new leaders; matters long in 
process reach a new stage of excellent de- 
velopment. Help comes from near and far 
in a big forward push on the war front. 
Quarrels can upset any program or plans 
on the 22nd, with a crisis on the 23rd as 
Mercury squares Mars. This may be a 
wave of destruction reacting as nervous 
hysteria; cyclonic storms and desperate 
hostility can shatter any advance toward 
victory. Yet strict attention to duty can 
bring success to moves made on that day. 


SECOND QUARTER 
March 24 to 31 


The Sun trines Pluto on the 24th, but 
the Moon squares Neptune and the Sun. 
Past stress and mysteries, wrongs and de- 
ceptions, may be swept clean by exception- 
ally drastic armed action,-announcements, 
appointments or policies of vigorous leaders. 
New forms of music and literature may be 
very successful. The 25th-26th are excellent 
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days for progress except that the Sun 
parallels Neptune; subversive forces again 
try to weasel their way into power—also 
property may be destroyed. The minor 
routine of the 27th continues to be very 
good, but as Mercury squares Jupiter, 
the navy, transportation, communications, 
credit, may take a loss; promises may be 
broken.

the adoption of a special system of plane- 
tary correlations as applied to natural phe- 
nomena, such as the market price curve is 
supposed to represent. 

Upon introducing this new conception 
into research problems, several difficulties 
vanished, and upon experimenting with 
this novel element, “it was found that at 
least one short-time cycle in the stock mar- ~ 
ket price record could be accounted for and 
actually projected into the future with 
fairly uniform success.” But this field is 
only partially explored, though sufficient 
evidence has been established to place 
stock market forecasting on something like 
a true scientific basis.

Editor’s note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month, It 
will be noted that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact 
that the time of moonrise advances approximately one hour per day and therefore 
during each month there will be a period during which this lunar day carries through 
from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second succeeding day including therein 
one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 


This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a 
crisis or turning point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more 
likely to occur at the time of moonrise, and the same will apply to other general 


conditions. 


There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various points 
on the surface of the earth. For all practical purposes the time given herewith may 


be accepted for any locality. 


SUNDAY—MARCH 1 
Moonrise—4:41 p.m. 


Sun ruler. March may roar in like a 
lion this year, Nerves, temper and action 
are apt to be redhot; very important deci- 
sions, moves, starts, will be set in motion no 
matter what the eventual cost.
